proved that al menare.in my 6 and 7 Diſtin&, yetdo prophane- 
ly.if not blaiphemouſly,not only fi1ght Gods grace, bur alſo in effect do 
Charge God with difablingthem by a decreed ans wn delufvely at- 
firmingzthat thereby they cannot repent,and that they cannor beleeve. 
Thetemen Ido exhorto conſider, that norationall man, except he be 
juſtly given up of God ro a reprobate mind dare affirme, bur that God 
hathzar ſeveral! times, firived with his conſcience, to convince him: of 
his evill requital| of his gratious favours, Neither dare they ſay, that 
God hath notalſoall along in their own experience, afforded them 
not only meanes, bur alſo much more ability robe humbly obedientto 
the faith;then theyever did,or were willing to at in accordingly. 

Theſe men, as Idoe hereby perſwade them to rake norice of the 
large extention of freedome and ability, which God by grace commu- 
nicates to every man, asis declared inmy 6 and 7 Dittineions, here- 
aſter following, to take away that conceit of their fallacious ſheltri 
Cannots, and tocaule them toconfeſle to the glory of God, andtheir 
own ſhame. that the faultis in themtelves that willnot repenr,that wil 
not beleeve,that will notbe obedient. So alſo Idoperſwadethoſemen, 
if they cometo bee re olvedly willing to become obedient to Gods 
convincementzthento take heed of building their tarh,upon rhe tading 
ſands of their legall reformations.

Here is the fundamentai] means of effe&ting that abſolure gratious 
will of God ſet forth to be for no lefle rumber than all men. Alſo 
a be:ieve: hath reftified unto beleei ers in the word. fayirg. And he 
75 the prop tiation for 0:4" fins. a:d not for our ſins only}, but alſo for 
the fins of the whol: world, 1 John 2, 2.By this the extent of Chriſts 
being a propitiation by his taſting death for every man, 1s dilcove- 
red to take fulleffe&t with God for the {ins that were againſt the 
firt Tettament Heb, 9. 15. Rom.5. 20, for no fewer than rhe 
fins of the whole world (or every man) A ſo it is ſaid, that God 
had purpo!ed in himleife, that in the diipenſation of the fuineſle of 
time, togather together in one (not only all men, but) all things 
in Chrilt. whether they be things in Heaven, or things on Earth, 
evenin him. Eph. 1, 10, And to ſhew that this was a reconciled 
oathering rogerher of all men in Chrit, ir 1s ſaid, tat God was in 
Chriſt reconcilino the world unto himſ:lſey not imputing their treſ- 
paſſes to them, 2 Cor, 5.18, 19, 20, but he laid upon him the ini- 
quiity cf us all, Iſ+, 53.6, And yetiurther, plainiy to ſhey that this 
reconciliation was not made onely for the word of the ele. as 
ſome have vain]y tained, Ir is ſurther athrmed that z plesſed the 
Father, that in him ſhould all fwlneſſe dwell, and having made peace 
by the blood of 15 Croſſe, by himto re-oncile (not only all men, they 
being Ins choice earthly things by Creation, bur allo) by him to re- 
concile all tings to himſelfe * By him I fay, w/ ether they be things in 
Heaven, or things on earth, Col, 1. 19, 20, Thus you ſee God in 
che attribute of his Juſtice and Truth, recon: 1Jed to all men in 
Chriſt by free mercy 3 and from this generall mercy of God in Chriſt 
roivards all menin a commonſalvation, that famous diſcovery of 
rhe Angell, was publikely proclaimed. a d unanimouſly confr- 
med by a mukicade of the Heavenly Hoſt, ſaying, with —_— 
| ade 
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able 2cce, Behold I bring you good tidings of great joy ywhichſhall be to all 
people,that this day is born wnt 0y0u in the City of Davida Saviour whish 
s Chriſt the Lord, on earth peace, good will towards men, Luke 2,10, 
11, herein not excepting any one man, Thus is Chriſt proclaimed 
to bea Saviour for no fewerthan all people orall men, 

And the Apoltle Fade in his diligent courſe to maintain that ſal- 
vation,which he expreſly callerh che common falvation, exhoxcerh 
that we ſhould earnelily contend for the faith that was on-e given 
ro theSaints, whi. h appears to begiven to thofe Saints, Abraham, 
Iſaac, and Jacob, which was by promile ofren repeated to them, 
| that 11 their ſeed ſhould (no fewer then) all the Nations and Fa- 
milies of the Earth be bleſled, as in Ger, 18.18, and 26, 4, and 28, 
I4, wirhiont excepting any one man 3 and accordingly Pal did ſo 
- highly efteem of / z#»4 1nthis reſpect, that he called him his owne 
ſonne after che common faith, Tir, 1.4. And accordingly further 
reached him, that the grace of Gad that bringeth ſalvation unto all 
men hath appeared Tit. 2.11, And all this generallmer:y extended 
as in Romans 5. by the free gifts comming npon (no fewer than) all 
men, unto Juſtification of Life ; or as I finde 1t in aretormed Bible, 
in the ſame Chapter, thus, rhar as by the firne of one, condem- 
mation came on all men; even fo by the juſtifying of one, commeth 
the righteouſneſſe that bringeth |, fe upon all men; by which means 
as is inferred 1n the {ame haprer, as ſinne abounded by the Law, 
(there) grace did much more abound, ver, 20, and the reaſon there- 
Of 1s there oven to bethis3 that as fra had raigned unto death (even 
over all men, as appears, ver, 12,) by the Law, ver, 20, even (» 
(largely) might Grace reigne through righteonſneſſe by Jeſus Chriſt 
our-Lord, ver, 21, by his coſtly eſtabliſhing the Goſpell, intended 
onGods part for the benefit of all men, 

And to fay astherruth is, the Apoſtles very frequently in their 
Epitiles, doe lay downe in plain words, theſe and ſuch bke gene- 
rallgroun4s of a common ſatvation, wherefrom they do very often 
frame their following dilcourſes ; though indeed this thei: oenerall 
oround-plot, thoveh being declared by them. the Apoſlles, agree- 
able to the Pr- phets.and alſo onrSaviour Chriſts own plain words, 
hath been by many Godiy and Learned men, overlooked ; which. 
orerhght hath not oniy as it were buried che moſt ready, the moſt 
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ſure, and 'moſt comfortable foundation of faich and repentance 
which is, that Chriſt dyed for all, and hath thereby ſfaied them, 
from the curie of the Law, and firlt death, bringing ali men to the 
knowledge of truthzinabling all men ; ſo that intheir good uſe there- 
of, they might alſo eſ.ape the danger of the ſecond death,all which 
is herein proved, but aiſo it hath bred and nuried up, and doth 
nouriſh many variable noiſome contentions, even in the Chrutian 
wor.d. by mcn; blaſting as much as in them lies, thoſeplain words, 
that Chriſt is the Saviour .f all men, 1 Tim, 4,” 10, that he dyed for 
all, 2 Cor.5.15., that he is the propitiation for the ſins of (no fewer 
than) the fins of the whole world, 1 John 2,2, 

Bur hereto I doe intreat you to take notice, that whereas in 
Sctiptvre is mention made of the O!d man, Rom, 6,6, Eph, 4. 22, 
Col. 2,9. and of the New man, Eph, 4, 24, Col, 3,10, that the 
common falvation is 1nno ſor: helpetull either to the O/d or New 
man, norindeed can be, forthe O!4 nean is the body of /in, Rom. 6.6. 
the old man is corrupt through deceiveable luſts, Eph, 4. 22, This 
corrupt qualification in man 1s der1hith, and from the Devill ifluerh 
naturally into all men by Ad ms tall and is nouriſhed by Sathans 
continuall operations, thereto annexed, and cannot, nor 1s, inany 
mann. r <apable to receive any benefit, or be any waies bettered by 
the common lalvation, 

And on the other i.de, the New man t renewed in knewledre, af- 
ter the Image of him that Created him, Col, 3. 19, and after God is 
crerted in rightenyſnefſſe and true holineſſe, Eph. 4. 24. And by its 
thus proceeding irom God, who is perfe& perfeCtion, it no way 
needeth, neuher can it any wales be _ mended, or made 
better by the common lalvation. or any other meanes, Therefore 
we are to know. that the common ſalvation is by grace in Chrift 
eftabiiſhed, and by him perfe&ed for all men, whether any man 
doe beleeve it or not; thatby the he p of the holy and ood fſpiri- 
ruall New man, the Rationall man conſfiting(by vertve of the Crea- 
tion)of the ſubances of foule and body, might be affifted on Gods 
part againſt the concinuall evill atrempts and ſuggeſtions of the 
Sathanically deluding Old man ; for both the New man and the 

Old manz. do firive againſt each other in the perſon of the Rationall 
manto obraine his conſent ; either togood by the New mans ſo= 


licitation 
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citation, or toevill by the Old mans inſtigation. . From whence 
the Apoſtle exhorts, not the ipirituall new man that needeth no 
exhottation to good, nor the diabolicall Old man, that cannot 
poſlibly act any otherwiſe bur to do evill; bur he perfwades the 
Rationall man {in whoſe perſon they both do riverto ger the ſupre- 
macy in his acceptation ard affeciion) to put off the Oldman which 
is corrupt, and to pat on the New nan, which us after God created i 
righteouſs-fſe, Eph. 4.22, 24, And from hence alſo the Apoſtle 
accounteth our y//ding up our bodzes a living ſacrifice, holy, and ac- 
ceptable unto God. our reaſonable or rational ſervice, Rom.12,1, 
Which Rationall man, or iubſtances of body and ſoule being conſi- 
dered of, (without the finne- by themſelves contracted to and in 
them) areinthemlielves good, for finne doth not null thoſe crea- 
of ſubſtances, which were by Creation goed, bur doth pollute 
them, 

Andnot only the gocd ſubſtances of men, as in reference to the 
Creation, bur of the Devils alſo are not offenſive, being confide- 
red of apart trom the finne thereto by themſelves contrafted, And 
further to confirme this neceflary point, Note what Pas/ſaid, But 
I ſee another lam in my members, ribelling againſt the law of my mind, 
Kon, 7, 22, Heiein the Apoſtle P:u/ ſhewerh diſtinQly,that the Ra- 
tionall manis the ſpe&ator. and isthe place or perſon in whom that 
combare is fought. tor in effe& he taith, Ifee, Note that Ithe Ra- 
tionall man do fee the r onteſt betwixt the fleſh and the ſpirit, or 
the Old man andthe New man making war one againſt the other in- 
me, one oft them in. my mind, the othe: in my members, Aguine 
he ſaith, the fleſh luſterh againſt the ipirir, andche ſhirit againſt che 
fleſh, !ſorhar ye cannot doe that ye wou:d, Gal. 5.17. Hereinal- 
ſo hy on (yee) cannot doe the things that (yee) wouid becau;e 
of the txong conteſt of the O:d man againtt che New man. or the 
fleſh againft the ſpirit maintained. in their perſons, ſers forth the 
Rationall man diltin& from the O'd and New man, which ratio- 
nality, hath reference to Ros. 12, 1. betore cited. 

And although this combate of the fleſh and the ſpirit. or the O'd 
man and New. man, be very often inthe conſcience of every man 
that hath attained to years of underſtanding and judgement ; yer 
this dillin&tion is either not knoywne. or bur litle ditcerned by any 
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"man, untill he become a confiding believer, neither doe any 
oa to the new mans part, but juch ; yer I believe that no man 
being capable of underitanding will deny, bur chat he hath often 
felr tuch conflidts'in his conſcience, and in his judgement, aithongh 
he hath perſiſted inreſiſting the good motions of the holy ſpiritzand 
hathnor followed, much lefle accepted of that Goſpeli-:ight, and 
ſo in rime it may be his conſcience is grown teared. and then o1- 
ven vp of God, ſpiricually znſen!ible of all accuiations or o00d 
inftrutions oft the ſpirit or New man dictated in his conſcien:e; 
therefore we are to underſtand, that by rhe rationall man, is meant 
every man, or the ſubſtances of every mans foule and body, and 
rheir faculties : And that every man thus coniidered) is totally by 
uwarure corrupt by 41dms tall originally, aud ſo is Sathanically de- 
luded and captived, indarknefle and rebellious ditpolitions, Pſa!. 
14. 2, 3. Roms. 3. 10, 18, So that before any one of mankind can 
attaine to be able to know or chooſe light oriife, upon neceſſity he 
the rationall man muſt be inabled and ter free by grace in the in- 
ward man, their hearts, eies, and eares mult be opened, is 16. 
14. 7636.11, Pſ4l. 146.8, For which end God gratiouſly hath 
perfected in and by our Saviour Chriſts performances only a com- 
mon ſalyarion, whereby the naturally inchanted and deluded judge- 
ments of all men occaſfhoned by Adams fall, are fer fo free in the in- 
ward man indue ſeaſon, as that _ may thereby. if they make - 
200d uſe thereof, chooſelight and life, as is proved in my 6 and 7 
Piltin&ions. 

And if anyman do imagine, that the ſalvation of all men, - this 
cauſe of great joy for all people, the bleſſings appropriated by and 
in him, Abrahamsſeed, to all Nations, and all the Families of the 
Earth are intended to be of God, bur as temporall bleſſings ro ſome 
part of men to be injoied by them in this lite only ; then ſee 
che miſery that inevitably fals to thoſe men thereby; for the Apoſlle . 
ſaith, 1f in this Life ovely we have hope in Chriſt, then we are (not 
only of ſome men, but) of all en (not only miſerable, bur) moſt n:i- 
ſerable, 1 Cor. 15,19, Sothat in that fence, rhoſe temporal bleſ- 
ſings intended to ſome part of men, are extended forth only to ag- 
oravate their erernall woe and miſery, which nce the Scripture 
cryeth down, and affirmeth that God is good (not only to (ome, 
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bue) co all, andthar (not only his mercies, bur) his tender mer- 
cies are over (not only ſome, boe) o:er all his works, Thus farre 
that there is a common ſalvation perfeted by and in Chritt inten- 
ded on Gods part, to pro” ure the eternall (al; ation of all men, if 
they per.I(t not in reſiſting the operations of the Holy Ghoſt, grati- 
ouſly tendred thereinto every man, 


The ſecond D'finftion declareth what »he common ſalvation is, and. 
the extent thereof for the benefit of all men, whereby is ſet forth in 
good p.rt, the excellency of the reſtored ſecond life of mankinde, gr a- 
tios fly intended by Qtgrift on Gods part, to preſerue allmen from the 
eternall ſccond drath. © | ;

EE are to effe&this diſcovery, ſeriouſly to treaſure up in: 

our memories, what in $( ripture i ſer forth'tobe a gene- 

ralllofſe or common inbondagemenrt that befell all men, by 
the deſtrudive Ad 9s fall, and we ſhall finde that one extraordi- 
nary great ar.d common lofle which befell all men chereby, was 
{1ch, thar as coni.dered in its own nature, it did utterly deprive 
all mankinde forever, of thar eflate of poſſibility ro be erernally 
faved, which Adm had giien unto. him by grace of Creationim: 
himſelſe, or inhis own power as the publick truſt for all his poſte- 
rity, and-thovgh by no confiraint of God,as iscleared, Ecct:,7,29, 
yet by his own perier!e behaviour again his faithſull Creator, un- 
der his gratious handworkimg, by his f.nding fau't with his good 
conditionthengicen him, he1n effe& rebellionſly faying, Wy haſt 
thou made me thixs, that 1 mnſt d:pend 0:1thee, and not ſn iff upon, or 
by mine owne inventions, So marring himſelfe nnder his grations: 
Creatovurs hands, as4s inftanced, Rows, 9, 20, Thus byhistorſaking: 
of Godhkrit, he himſelfe willully loft the freedome of will - 
ty and-abiluyinhimielſe, tocontinue in his injoyment of the blef- 
ſed ite, of which the was poſſeſt by Creation; by which one lofle.” 
was thenlofſt all the unexprefſible blefſings rhereto belonging : And' 
alſo he then and thereby loft the reallpoffibility, which a:: his po- 
ferity had by propriety mm him whilt he Rood to injoy allthoſe 
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blefſings, Yet: notwethſtanding, I beſeech you further to note, 
that he Joſt thereby no more tor himſele and his poſterity, in cefe- 
ren:etothepointin hand, bur only a poſhbility ro be erernally ſa- 
ved; for murethana poſit"iiity ro be eteinally taved, he could nor 
loſe, neither for himſcite, nor any one o: his poſterity 3 for he him- 
ſelte though being the great and publi- k patterne for mankinde, in 
whom God did fet forth the extent of his gratious incentions to all 
' men, as con-zerning the Creation; yet even he was thereby pol- 
leſt of no more, nor of any firmer eſtabliſhed Condition in him- 
ſelfe, thana poſſiblity only,. that he might be erernally ſaved; for 
inrefcrence to this caule, by the uimoltextent of hiseftate which 
, Waspgicen him by Creation; as you know it was poffible that by his 
well a&ingin that treedome of his will, he,mighr have bzen eter- 
nally laved : So alſo you know on the contrary parc, that heby 
his evill ating inthart hisfreedome of his will, he might loſe that 
his bleſſed eftare forever, which he hath done, and by his fall did 
nnavoidably overwheglme allmankindein an utter impoſſibility as of 
themſelves to be eterpally faved, S 

Note therefore that Chriſt the reſtoring Second 4dam, by vixtue 
of alalvationfirlt wrought by his Death, Reſurreftion and- Aſcen- 
fion in himſelfe, forall mento make way for his gratious operating 
by his ſpirit in all men, as is proved he doth, in my 6and 7 Dittin- 
Ctions, by that means helping all mankind our of that impoſſbilir 
as of themle]ves to beeternally taved. ſo as that all m-nkinde ſhall 
in due (eaſon, 1injoy by free grace in their owne particular perſonall 
poſſeſſions, a reſtored ability, whereby in their well uiing of that 
abiliry rorhem by the ſpirit communicared,by belee: ing they might 
obtaineerernall lite, and all the unutrerable priviledges, mercy and 
bleſſings thereto belonging. This is the common ſalvation of all 
men,and is an effeQuall ſalvation ofall men fromrheir impoſſibility, 
in which they were a:]l incolved by 4d:wims tall. 

Although menmay, and ſome men doe, by their wilfull abuſe 
of that their reſtored treedome and abiiry.by grace giventhem, of 
themſelves Adam-like, forſake rheir owne mercies, Jonah 2,8, of 
themſelves chooſe their owne deſtruftions, Hoſ. 13, 9. ef themſelves 
draw back. to perdition, Heb. 10, 39, and lo of themſelves by their 
a__ particular perſonall choiſe, refuſe, and'o for ever loſe eternall 
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Now to makeir appeare vii.bly by Holy writ, that our Saviour 
Chriſt his reſtoration of freedome and abiliry to all men in acom- 
mon ſalyvation(whereby they might or may in their well uſage there- 
of,attaine to the enjoyment of eternall lite and all-the bleſted privi- 
ledges thereto belongns) is tor all men an effeQtuall ſaivation, or 
raniomed cordition, although ſome men through their own wy- 
tv: defaults, by abuſ.ng that freedome, are nor eternally ſaved, 1 
pray youler us conizder what extent in this poirt the Scripture al- 
ioweth to Chriſts offices as Sa11iour of all men, 1 Tre, 4, 10, of 
Ranrſomer ot all, 1 T7: 2,6, | 

For which end, obſerve that Jzde in his extraordinary diligence, 
clearly to diſ. 0xer the common 1alvation, expreſ]y called ſo by him, 
1N ver, 3, uſed the antient types for exemplary proofes, according 
co the frequent example of our Sai iour Jelus Chriſt and his Apo= 
{iles, as appears in Luke 7, 29, John 3, 14. John 6.48, Gal. 4. 22, 
26, 1Cor,10, 1,12, and many other places, So Jxde to exprefle 
his meaning concerning the common ſalvation, by him to called in 
ver, 3, brings inthe Typicall antient condition of the Jewes; and 
co prevent all mcns rezecting the effectuall benef t of the common 
Jalvation of all men, he taith, 7 will therefore put you in remem- 
trance, though you once knew this, how the Lord having ſaved the 
people ont of the landof Egypt, afterwards deſtroyed them that beleeved 
zot, Ver, 5, Herein I beleeve thatno mancan deny, bur that Jud, 
ro open what he meant by the common talvation by him before fo 
caiied, doth by comparing allthe Jewes in the Type, to all men or 
all mankinde thereby typihed, brings into our 11ew no lefſe number 
than all Iirael (none excepted) really ſaved our of their Egyptian 
bondage ; and yet for ovr inſtruRgion in this very point, he ſhew- 
eth therewith, thas notwithſtanding that effeCtuall falvation of 
chem all, out of that impoſſbility ro ſave themſelves which they 
were all tkenin; yet after that, God deſlroyedrho'e of them thar 
confided not 1n Gods power, goodnefle, ms protection only, who 


bad himſelfe fo mightily ſaved them, 


| Whoſeeth nor, that J«de herein apparently declareth, thar all 
men are effectually ſaved ina common falvation by him mentioned, 
out of the impoſhbiiity and bondage, which by ſpirituall Egyp= 
ean darknefle, ccntracted by Adams fall under the captivityot Sa-

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than, Typified by cruelltyrannicall Pharaoh, and yct ſheweth there- 
with that God harh done, doth, and will defiroy all ſuch men, 
that thovgh being.ſo effeQtually inab'ed to beiee.e and be ſnied, 
as 1s pro\ed that ail menare, in my 6 and 7 Diltinction:, and yer 
willnot abidingly b_leeve and conhde in his grace and goodnefle 
only.

Yer asthere was left in the fallen Angels. and in Adam by Creati- 
on, ard in the Jewes ater that their efteRuall ſalvation ont of 
Egypt a poſhbity in their wils. whereby they might chrough their 
owne witulidetavit come to deſtruction, that to ali/o notwith(tan- 
ding the ſaid common ſalvation of all men men may utreriy de- 
prive themielres of che benehi of the ſpeciall falvation ro be injoy- 
ed inthe heavenly Canaar, 

And this need not ſeem ftrange, forthe Scripture frequently diſ- 
covereth divers {alvations to beeffetuall ſalyations, although they 
prove not ere:nall; as amongſt other places, ſo where it 1s ſaid, 
That for the untha: kflnefſe and rebellionof the Jews our Typ:s Nehe- 
miah 9. 26, though God therefwe d:livered them into the hands of 
therr enemies ; yet wheathey cryed unto him, he gave them Saviours, 
who delivered them ont of the hands of their enemies. ver, 279, Note 
herethat God honoured thoſe 'men with the high Title of reall Sa- 
viours. though they procured untothoſe ſo really ſ1ved people. but 
a poſſibility ony that they might keep that their ſo reſtored free- 
dome; for thoſe very fame people though being ſo really ſaved did 
after that wilfully loſe their ſo reſtored freedome againe, which is 
plaine'that theſe people did. 'for the Text ſaith, bat after they had 
reſt, 'they did evillagaine before theestherfore thou left ft thems in the

Bur now beloved be pleaſed to take nerice, though ſome men» 
yea godly learned men have overlooked it, whi.h 15 this 3 Thar 
abſolucely our Saviovr Chriſts offices of R2nſomer or Redeemer 
by a price, which you know are in effect both one office, will 
neither of them both, nor both of them confdered of togerher, 
. admit of any larger ſalvations, redemptions nor deliverances (as to 
thoe offices in any manner appertaining) bur only by Ranſome 
orRedemprion by a price. to helipe the inbondayed to their free- 
dome lofl, andio le-ves ſuch men fo r-niomed ina poſſibility thar 
afterwards thoſe ſame men may wi:fully loſe that their refiored 
treedome 3garne. | | 

For theſe iayings. Te are boyght with a price, 1Cor.7, 23. and 
red-emedwith (the price of) the pretions Hood ef Chriſt, axe iii] bur 
a ran/ome by.a price pard, Now'tnough all men bee ranſomed,

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x Tim. 2, 6, eicnfor ever by that price paid, from the curſe ofthe 
Law 3 as 15 largely proved in my 4 DitiinRion, and from the fitt 
death, as 1s fully declared in my 5 Diliin&tion, and are all by thar 
ran{ome Or price paid, freed from the impoſlibuity (that came in by 
Adims fall) to be eternally faved as is fuily proved that all men arte, 
in my 6 and 7 Dictincticns ; yet there ve ſome men that willcounc 
the blood of the Covenant (which is the pri.e paid) by whi. h they 
are in Chrilt ſanctified) an upholy thingzand will offer deſpite to the 
ſpirit of grace, Teb, 10,29, There be (ome that will 4:»y the Lord 
that bought them, (by that raniome or price paid) and bring upon 
themſelves ſwift drſtruftion, 1 Pet, 2,1, SO that we may eaſily diſ- 
cerne, thatſome men though they be,by that price paid, bought to 
Chriſt, and are,by that pricepaid, forever ranſomed ſrom the curſe 
o: the Law, and tirlt death, and the impoſſibility to be ,erernally 
ved, which univoidabiy came over all men by 4dams fall, and 
alſo though they be ſanQiked as before, yet that ſome men will 
voluntarily and wilfully deſtroy themtelves, by caſting themſelves 
deſperately in the erernali terrible ſecond death 3 and f.om hence 
appears clearly, that ſome men rhar are really ranſomed, as is be- 
fore laid, yet are nor etcrnally ſaved, * 

Yet though our Saviour Chriſts offices, of Ranſomer or Redee- 
mer by a price paid,. doe bur deliver all men from the impoſhbility 
ro be erernallyjaved, which came over all men by Adams fall, yet 
the Scripture further athrmeth, that to thoſe men, that by and in 
that freedome and 2b1.ity procured by that ranſome or price paid, 
chat do rurne them at his reprogte, he will(thenabundantly) powre 

out his ſpirit unto them, and make known his words unto them, Prov. 
1, 23, jetthoſe and ſuch 2dditionall high favours, are not part of 
the barely Ranſomed Condition, (though that made way for tt) 
bur is only Gods performing of thegrace: treely given by a promiſe 
toſuch, by vertue of the ſecond Covenant, evento all fuch men as 
doe walk before him thankiully and obediently, by the ability by 
erace giventhem in their ranſomed Condition or their Redemption 
(by a price paid) from the firſt Covenant or Morall Law, God ha- 
ving had experience oftheir belceving in the freedome by the ran- 
ſome procured. And now beloved, becauſe this cauſe is very 
weighty, be pleaſed with patience to take yet furcher notice, how 


eratiouſly 
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eratioufly God doth diſcover to us the extent of the common ſalva- 
tivn, and of the ſtrength of ranſome and redemption by a price 
paid, by hiscovpling the offices of Chriſt as Saviour of all men, or 
ranſome of all, in one Text together, where it is ſaid, / exhorr 
thereforegthat firſt of all prayers, and interceſſioas, and giving of thanks 
b: made for all mez, (note this for all men) For thzs is good and accep- 
t-ble inthe fight of God our Savioar, who will have all men to be ſav:d 
and to come unto the knowledre of thetruth, For there is but one Me- 
diatour between God and man, the Man Chriſt Jeſus, who gave him- 
ſelf - a ranſomefir all, to be ateſtimony (or) to be teſt:fi:d in due times 
1 7im, 2,1,3-4 536, Thus you ſee that God in expreſſe poſi- 
tive words, will have (no fewer than) all menſaved, he will have 
it ſo. But here the queltion may be, how far will God have noftewer 
than allmen to beſaved, 

This queſtion is anſwered by God him(ette in that very Text 3 firſt, 
that asail menare utterly diſabled by 442m tall ro know the truth 3 
ſo God abſolutely will (by Chrittthe Ranſomer) have all men ſaved 
and come mito the knowledge of the truth, which 1s to know God, 
for God is truth,Tz#t, 1, 2, And no mancanbe brought: to the know- 
ledge of the truth, but he muſt alſo be inab'ed to beleevethar the 
rcuth pre'ented to himis thetrnth 3 Thus removingthe impoſhbil- 
ty that came in by Adams tall, 

Secondly, the common ſalvation of all men without accepri 
any one man, mentioned in 1 Tim, 2.4. Is ſo farre there limite 
in1ts kinde, that it ſhail be of no larger extent for the benefit of 
all men in generall, then Chriſts office of a Ranſomer will afford 
or maintaine, Thus we finde here. that all men in the generali- 
ty, are only o farre really ſaved in the common ſalvation, accor- 
ding to the 4 Verſe, as his office ct a Raniomer by a price paid, 
will extend according to verſe 6, that is, by his owne performan-. 
ces, tO recover to a}l men the knowledge of the truth, as is mani- 
ſeſt by comparing verſe 4 and verie 6 together, which ability to 
know God, and the truth of Gods grace and goodnefle, all men 
loſt by Adamsfall, which withour Chrifis afſiftance, would have 
procured the eternall deſtruQtion of all : Which truth ſo to allmen 
made known, being by any man thankfully and obedientlyaccep- 
red, and faithfully and abidingly confided in, will give thoſe men

the truths whil h is theutmott whi.h t1ote texts maintain, ro belors 
coa Raniomer by a pri.e paid, | g 

Bur beloved, take noti.e that I doe not inift herein upon any 
other redemptions whi.h God exer.:terh by a ftrong hand with- 
our aconi:derationg1.en, orpti e paid, for to he brought forth or 
redeemed Iiragl out of Egypt with a tirons hand, and (© he eftab/i- 
theth conhding beleevers, ont of the common talvation, wherein 
men may make ſh pwrack of faith and 4 good co ſcience, 1 Tim. 1, 
19, intothe ſpe. 1all ſalvation, &h-ep'2g then by hispmwer, that they 

ſtall never per ſhy 1 Pet. 1. 5. So he may be laid to redeem any mn 
without any price paid, from manifold dangers: theſe redemprions 
or ranſomings which God doth wirthour gi1ng or receiving 2 con3- 
deration or price paid, arc innumerable, and though the price of 
of the pretious blood of Chriſt.hath firſt made way for all theſe;thar 
they may be in due ſeaſon afforded co men, yer are they not intheir 
ſingle bran_.hes ated by God, according to mens neceſſities by a 
price paid ; therefore I pray you to obſerve, that I herein doe in-

or other in due ſeaſon, in a reall poſſiviliry or reftored ability,” m

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{elves in the inward man to obtaine ererna]l life, yer thar it is a re- 
ail ſalvation ofir {elfe, intended on Qods port therein and thereby 
to inable all men fo, as in their well ulage of that ability, they 
migtr attaine roenyoy cternail ſalvation, and allthe eternall bleſſed 
priziledees thereto belonging; whi. h ability conferred onail men 
In the common dal. ation, being by any man beleeved, and chear- 
ful,y and obcdientiy made uie of it, it doth not only open the 
door into, but allo purs ſuch belees ing men into the ſpeciall talva- 
tion, wherein in due ſeaſon, in their patient and jaithtull Rriving 
indeavours to keep cloſe in their dependance in God alone, they 
come to be eſtabliſhed. rooted, and built up in him, Rom, 1.

1,17, 21, fuch confi- 
ding bciee: cr, and obedient walkers in taithtullandeavours, ſhall 
never tall, 2 Per. 1,10, See briefly what the ſpeciall ſalvation is, 
dillin& from the commonſalvation, in my 19 Diftinction, and you 
ſhail nnd that the common4alvation by its making the way {mooerth)» 
by diſcotering the foundation of faith and repentance, and to for 
the entrance into the ſpe. iall ſalvation, is a biefled talvation, in ex- 
cellen:y farre ſurmounting all temporall bleſſings in ct.e world, in- 
terded of God tor mens temporall bleſſings only, | 

So that thoſe mens opinions, that do maiuraine. that Chrift doth 
not effectually (fave all men, except he doe eternally fave all men, is 
found fallacious, 

As for the poſhbility, cr reſtored ability conterr'd on all men in 
due leaſon ts know the truth, 1 Tim. 2.6, 1 conceive that the ex- 
preſfion (inde ſeaton) in that text uſed, is communicated 1nſuch 
a ſeaſonable time for every mans benefit, as God knowes to be 
fir.eſt, God cardially intending on his part, to.prevent mens fu- 
ture,progreſie in the fivnes of unbeliefe. but however is muſt be 
communuicatefin this preſent life time and not whenmenare dead, 
'for there is.no hope, the:ictore whilltt men are yet jozned to the 
living, ILis ſaid, 4 living dog is better than a dead lion, Eccl, 9.4. 


As the.tree falleth, there ſhall it be, Eccl,11, 3, 
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The third Ditin{tionſheweth, that our Saviour Jeſus Chviſt by a. ſal- 
vation firſt wreught by and in himſ-lfe alone, with:ut mens laid the 
foundatron of the common ſalv#tion of a!l mei:y by his deſcenſion from 
Heaven, audprrſonall performances upon the earth, | 


Erein we are to note, that the effe&s of Chrilts performances 
| and iufferings upon the earth. 15 in S: ripture caked 4 reronrr- 
liation by bis death, Kem, 5.10, and what he doth for men by his 
ſpirit, by his li; ing againe celurrection and aſ.cnion into Heaven, 
1s ditlinctly called 2 much more being ſav:id ty his life in the fame 
verie, 

To perfurme the firlt of theſe, he came downe from Heaven to 
the earth ; to per.orm the ſecond, he alcended up from thie earch 
into heaven : The firit he effeed by the effuſion of his pretious 
blood uponearth {orall men : The {econd he-operaterh by the in- 
fuſion ot his ſpirit into all men; by the the Frit in the common 1al- 
vation he pertormed his fathers will, who will have (no fewer) 
than all men ſaved, 1 Trim, 2.4, By the ſecond he finiſheth rhe 
.common lalvation in bringing all men to the knowledge of the teurh 
according to Gods will allo, as appeareth in the ſame verſe. 

Ando the end he might be madecapable to ſuffer death, or taſte 
death for every man, according to Heb, 2, 9, he became fleſh, John 1 
14, Ard although he being in che form of God, and thought it 20 rob- 
bery tobe equall with God, yet he made himſelfe of no reput.tio:, axd 
took upon him the form of aſervant, Phil, 2, 6, 7, Thus when the ful- 
zeſſe of time was comes God ſent forth his ſoune made of a woman, Gal. 
4. 4. andſo he became the man Chriſt Jeſus, 1 Tim, 2,5, made nn- 
der the Low(orfame obligation which allmen were under) roredeem 
themthat were under the Law, Gal, 4, 4, 5, Note.that ic is not ſaid 
that heredeemed theele&t orbeleevers, or ſome part of men only, 
bur to redeem them that were under the Law; in which condition 
by thefall, all men were, Row, 3.19, and 5,38, 19, 20, Andas © 
without ſhedding of bloodis no remiffion, Heb, 9. 22, So by the 
determination of God, 4s 4, 28, and grace of God, he raſted 
death for every man, Heb, 2, 9, whereby his moſt pretious blood was 

ſhed, 1 Pet,1, 19, Which blood of his in reſpect of his perſonall 
union, 
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union, as Compoſed ofthe Divine and Humane nature,is called Gods 
blood, As 20, 28, the ſhedding of which is more pretious, and 
pacifically efficacious with God;than if all the men in the wholeworld 
had ſuffered, | 

And therefore by this means he became the valuable propitiation 
for the the ſins (ot nolefle than) the whole world, 1 Fehr 2, 2, for 
God the Father finding him to have become voluntarily tor mans ſake 
under the Law, and {ame obligation, into the which all men were 
by the faliinthralled, God the Father attached him, and /aid upon 
him the iniquity of us ally Iſa. 53.6. and that by thoſe words (the in- 
1quity of us ail) is meant of all mankinde ; ſee my 20 diftinftion, 
Now the effects producedby his iuffering upon the earth, are princi- 
pally two,” | 

The firſt is his aboliſhing thereby, the eternall curſe of the Morall 
Law or firſt Teſtament, fur every man, | 

And ſecondly, that by his death he alſo ſwalloweth up the fri 
death in viRory for all men: Ard fit, to prote the firft ottheſe, I 
proceed as followeth, 


The fourth D:ſti:ton preveth, that one means to eftabliſh the common 
falvation purchaſed by himſelfe, is this : That Chriſt by his death, 
aboliſhed the cternall condemning power of the Morall Law for all men, 
yet brieflyſhewing the neceſſary uſe thereof, 


Erein we are firit to obſerve, that there is a Law aboliſhed by 

him 3 ſor itis ſaid of Chrit, Le having aboliſhed in his fleſh the 
enmity, cven the Law of Commandements conteined in Ordinances, Eph, 
2,15, Ardherewith we are to know, thar the firength of the word 
aboiiſhed, is a diſanulling, a deſtroying, a putting out of memory. 
Note allo another full expreſſion, in this very caule ſpeaki:s of Chrifts! 
not ſlightly croffing that generall accuſing bill, leavingir fill condem- 
nably legible, buc of his blotting our the hand-writing of Ordinances- 
that was againſt us, and was contrary tous and not only ſo neither, , 
but ſor our further ſecuaity he took it out of the way, nailing it 
to his Croſſe, Co!, 2,14, Now I beleech you conſider, what more 
paineor ſtrongexprefſions, can be uled in this cauſe ; yer further to 1 
prove. that hereby is meant the aboliſhing of the Morall Law, ob-., 
ſerie that as it is herein affirmed, that it isan hand-writing of Ordi-, 
nanccs, that is blotted our, D Thar

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That Sod never wrote any other hand-writing of Ordinances but 
the Mo:all Law only, Exod 31. 18, for he added no more,Deut 5.22, 
Neither did 3/:ſes write any Ordinan-es,but ſuch as were either ro- 
rally Morall Law, or mixed with Morall Law-Ordinan:es, as 1s ma- 
nifelt 10 his written books 3 for as God did t:rit verbally declare che 
Morall Law at lengrch befcre he wrote it, Erod 20. Dem:. 5.22, {© 
Moſes wrote not tome of thoſe words only. bur he wrote all the 
words of the Lord, Exed, 24. 4. in one book or (hand-writing of 
Ordinances) unril! rey all were finiſhed, Dear, 31, 24. Thus in S. rip- 
cure (ail choſe now counted fivebooks of Moſes, are accounted bug 
one book, orhand-writing of Ordinances, ard being ſo compoſed 
in one, AM scommanded the Leiites to put (not thoſe books inthe 
plucallnumber, bur) that (one) book of his hand-writingy into rhe: 
izde of the Ark of the Covenant, D--#, 31, 26, Therefore if the 
hand-writing of Ordinances. that as beforetaid is blotred out, be 
reerred to God; han1-writing, then the Morall Law is aboliſhed 
and blotted ont. for God wrote that with his owne finger, Det. 31, 
1 8. bur he added no other. nor no more. Dext, 5.22, And if the hand- 
writing of Ordinan-es which 15 blotted ovr. Cl, 2,14, be referred 
to Moſes hand-writing, thenallo the Morall Law 1s blotted out ; tor 
as God ſpake all the words of the Law, to you ſee proved, that 
Moſes wrote all the words of the Lord. even untillall were finiſhed, 
D-zt, 31.24, Ard he wrote no book of Ordinances, bur tuch as had 
and hath Morall Law-Ordinances frequently incinded in it,his books 
row counted five books, being then bur one book or handwriting of 
Ordinances, D-z. 31, 26, Thus farre wee haveobſerred, that the 
Morall Law is aboltthed and blotred our, as it is called the Law of 
Commandements. or one hand-writing of Ordinanzes, 

But now I pray you let us conſider of the Morall Law, as it is cal- 
kd the firit Covenant, Heb, 9,7, or firit Teftament, ver, 15. which 
was written and engraven in ſtones, 2 Cor, 3, 7. God having given 
no other Law ingraven or written in ſtones, but the. Morall L1w 
only, unto wh h Morall Law, the Ceremoniall Law was appointed 
ro be pacificaly ſnbſervient, Heb.,g9,r,6, Alſo itis ſaid, rhat that 
Law alto was bnt impoſed upon the Jewes, bur untill the time of re- 
formarion, He4,9., ro, And as for the Morall Law it felfe, which 
was written and ingraven in tones, 2 Cor.3, 7, called there the mi- 
nitration of death, that it was to be done away, ſever, 7. ws 
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further in expreſſe words it is done away, ver, 17, and is aboliſhed, 
ver, 13, and with the downfall rhereof, the very Ceremoniall Law 
and Prieſthood to that Law belongine, 1s aboliſhed utterly, and the 
Prieſthood ir ſelte to that Law beiongirg, at the comming in of the 
retormation, ſo limited as 1s ſaid in Heb, 9, 10, is fully changed 
from the Tribe of Levi, to the Tribe of Jadah, for our Lord !prang 
out of Jud:h, Heb, 7.14. and therefrom the Apolile affirmerh, that 
thereby 15 made uponneceſfity a change of the Law, ver, 12. Oblerre, 
upon neceflity the Law mult be changed by that change of the Prieſt- 
hood ; and tor our further latzsfa&tionin this point the Apoftle faith, 
chat there 1s verily a difanulling f the Commandement going before, 
ver. 18, What can the Scriptureſay more, And beloved I thinke you 
will not deny bur it had beenvery frivolous for the Apoſtle to rell the 
Epheſia +, Eph. 2.15, thatthe Ceremomall Law was aboliſhed ; and 
ro tell the Colrſſtans, Col. 2,14, that the Ceremomiall Law was blot- 
ted out for them, and as mnich vanity it had been for him to rell the 
G.:lathians, Gal. 3.13, thatChrift had redeemed them from the curſe 
of the Ceremoniall Law, forthe Ceremoniall Law was never at enmi- 
ty with thoſe Nations, nor againſt or contrary ro thems for the Ce- 
remoniali Law was never in any meaſure impoſed upon any of chole 
peopleto obſerve(except ſome few Profelytes, ; 

Therefore as is before proved, the Morall Law 1s aboliſhed and 
blotted our, for it was but added untill the ſeed came, Gal, 3, 19, 
Againe, if the Morall Law be n-r ſofully abo.iſhed and blotted out for 
allmen, bur that it remaines in ſuch force ſtill, that ſome men doe 
eterna'ly periſh under the curſe or ſentence of that Law, and if any 
one man be left our of the protection of the tecond Covenant, to pe- 
riſh by the firſt Death eternally for the breach of that firit Covenant, 
or firſt Teſtament 3 then the Moral!l Law 1s not abouſhed nor blotred 
our ; which to afirme, is nor onely a flat andacious ccntradiction 
againſt Gods manifeſt words beforelaid, and 1s not only contrary to 
Rom. 5.20,21, and Heb,g. 15, whereir is affirmed that Chrifts dearh 
wasfor the Redemption of the tranſgreſſions againft rhar firſt Teſta- 
ment without any limitation; but con{:dering char the tranſereſhons 
againſt that firſt Teſtament or Morall Law, never were, are, orever 
canbe the unpardonable fn againſt the Holy Ghoſt, as is by Scripture 
proved, inmy 9, 10, and 11 Diſtindtions, _ | 

That a!Srmation to ſay that ſome men doe periſh eternally by the 
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Morall Law, proverh allo no lefſe than a flat affronting oppohtion, 
22ainſt our Saviour Chrifts owne words, who affirmeth ponQually, 
that all manzer of [i::5 2nd blaſphemirs ſhall be forgiven unto the ſonnes 
of men (with this one only diſtin& reſerve) that he that blafphemerh 
the Holy Ghoſt, ſhall ot bee fororven, neitl er in this world, mnoy in 
the world to came, as appeareth, Matthew 13. 31 32, and in Mark, 
3.28, And Lhope you will not tax our Saviour with indiicretion for 
{o ſaying. 

Yet notwithſianding, though the curſe, or erernall condemning 
power or tentence of the Morall Law. is absltſhed and blotred our, 
as is proved herein. andallo inmy 20 Diſtin&ion, Yer the holy righ- 
reous requirings of Love.both to God and men contained in the Law, 
is required by the Go'pell; for it ſaith, Love is the fulfilling of the L:w, 
Rom, 13.10, Thus though the Goſpell deſtroycth the eternall curie 
of the Law, yer byits to amiab'y ſympathizing wi. h the holy requi- 
rings ofthe Law, bya juſliciail ialutationofthem both in Chriſt, and 
hispropitiatory performances, MERCY and TRUTH are met together, 
RIGH / EOKSneffe aud PE ACE have kifſ:d each other, Pſol. 85, 10, 
Thus 1s the righteou:neſle of the Law (evanoelically) fulfilled in them 
that walk nor after the fleſh, bur after the ipirit, Rem, $. 4; inthe 
firſt fruits of the ſpirir, ver, 23, and will be perfetlyſu'filled in them 
at their reſurrection and adoption, or redemption of their bodies, 
which beieevers wait for. Rem. 8, 23, Therefore we are not to re- 
ect or caſt off the holy inflructions. which are rendered in the holi- 
neſſe,, eoodnefle, and juſtneſſe of the Law, ' Romans 7. 12, for 
our Sa11ovur ſaith, he came to fulfill the Low, Matthew 5,17, And 
from this amiable conjunCEtion of the Goſpel], with the holy tequt- 
rings of theLaw , the Apoſtle ſaiih. do we make void the Law through 
faith ? yea we eſtabliſh the Law, R-m, 2, 31, Therefore the Prophet 
ſpeaking of ſecking to, and truſting in God, ſaith concerning the 
Law Goſpeliized or teſtimony of Jelus. ro the Law and to the teft1- 
mony. 1 they {peak not according to this word it 1s becauſe there 
1s no light in them, Jſa,8. 20, And the Apoftle ſpeaking of the Saints 
overcomming of Sathan. faith, and they overcome by the blood of the 
Lamb) and the words of the tefkimany, Rev, 12,11, Allo according to- 
the proportion of ability allorred tous here in this life,we may there- 
in ſee, the excellent perfett perfeCtion, holineſſe and juftneſle, that: 
is in ourgood God, andin that pure glaſſe, we. may behold our own 
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poilutions and deformities; and though however ſlighted by ſome 
menzyet it remainesto publi: k view,asa famous anrient pretious mo- 
nument, whereby we may behold the dangerous rock, upon which 
without Chritt's affitiance, we all mankind hadeternally ſuffered ſhip+ 
wracke, Rom.3.1 9.and 5.12,19,20, And many more excellent d1{- 
coveries and righteous exhortations may be by us viewed and colle- 
cted, from _ in that traniparent Chryttall glafſe of the equity of 
the Law, which for brevity take I do omit to rehearle, bur fill defi- 
ring you to take noti-e, that notwithſtanding the aboliſhing the 
eternall curie of the Law, whereby mens accufing firft husband 1s

Yet inerroneous coniLiences that will not know, that that their firſt 
husband 1s departed this word, R-m9, 7, 13.. and doe not by Goſpell 
faith, dye to the Law bythe body of Chriſty that they ſhould be married 
to another, even to him that is raiſed from the dead, ver, 4, 

In ſuch erroneous perions by their thoughts and conlciences, excu- 
{:ng or accuſing one another by theeffeRs of the Law written 1n their | 
hearts, they will wiltully. judge themlelves according to the Law of 
works, and rom thence are ſaid to be judged by the Law, Rom.2.11, 
16, Yet it 15not God that by that Law judgeth them, bur ar 1s their. 
{0 judging them:eives erroveouſly thereby;tor it being indeedtheirer- 
roneoully choſen judge, it. will appeare in their conlcien-es, as an. 
exact witneſſe againſt chem ina Goſpell-way, teflifying their unthank- 
tuil walking rowards God, in his tenders of. the grace of the ſecond. 
Covenant by the Holy Ghott, Bur when God judgerh the.ſecrers of 
mens thoughts and conſ.iences, then he judgerb norby the Law, bur. 
by the Goipell, as is.annexed thereto 1n thar Chapter, ver, 16, So not 
choſe words ſpoken and written by God in Mount Sia; being the 
Law, but the words which Chriit ſpake 1n the Golpell, char ſhall 
J:dze men at the L, ft dry, Þ1þa 12, 48, And for turther proof, that. 
the curſe of the Law.is aovvliſhed and; blotted our for all men; . peruſe

 Onlyrto conclude, hcreto note. that as Mcſes was not to lead the 
childrea-o& Iſrael out of the wilderneſle into the earchly Canaan, no.

was done, and Joſbxa in the type, which 1s by interpretation Jeſus, 
Heb, 4, 8, was appointed to. bring all tho'e Jewes, which had nor 
them'clves rebelljouſly deſiroyed.cheir intended intereſt m that earthly. 
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Canaan: Even ſo in this very cauſe (though then but typified) Aoſes

formances all men haveeſcaped, nor medling here with the temporal 
death of mensbodies, which by reaſon of the reſurre&ion thereof, is 
hardly allowed che name of death, bur is trequently in Scripture ac- 
countedto be alleep, 1 Cor. 15.20, Demt. 31.16, as inthe 1 Kiy, 
I. 21, or but a change of the body, Job 14.14, 1 Cor, 15,52, Bur 
of the other two deaths that is the firſt death, which without Chrifts 
affitance, would have been by the fall eternall over all men, and the 
iſecond death which doth remain erernall, ro all fach men as wilfully 
, andperſiſtingly refuſe their owne mercies, tendered to them by the 
Holy Ghoſt by rhe Gofpell : Of theſe two deaths we are to nore, 
that one of them is aboliſhed, 2 Ti, 1,10, and that Chriſt by his 
dearh,ſwallowerh up one of theſe deaths in viftory,1 Cor15, 34, Hoſea 
13. 14. ; 

Bur it may be that ſome men will make a queſtion, which of theſe 
two deaths is by Chriſts death aboliſhed, 

In anſwer whereof, conſidering that Chriſt died for all,, 2 Cor. 5, 
15, and that he taftcd d:ath for (no fewer than) ai men's evi man, 
Heb. 2, 9, from hence 1s proved, that it is that death' which is aboli- 
ſhed, which by one mans ſinne ertred into the world, andſod:ath paſſ-d 

» all men, Rors, 5.12, 17, This in Scripture js the firtt death ; for 
all men or every mandoe not periſh by the ſecond death, there be 
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ſome:men that have pas ib the firſt teſurrection, over-whom the (e- 
cond death hath-no power, Rev. 19.6. but:this death, which is in 
2 Trm.1,10, mentioned to be aboliſhed, came inoverall men, inand 
with the firſt entran:e of ſinne into the world, This fnne 18 reſpect ic 
iſſued originally by one mans offen:e, iscalled in the fingular number 
che finne df -chewor'd, which the Lamb of Godraketh away, . 74h» 1. 
29, Andin reipe®t of the overipreading leptohe thereof, throughout 
mankinde in their individuals 3 it 1s in&ripturemn the plurall num- 
ber,called the fins of the whole wor!d, for allwhich Chriit hath alto 
made a pacifcall propitiation, 1 John 2.2, Thele were tins naturally 
againſt the Morall Law of workes, ter they came in originally by 
Adams rebelliouſly a&tivg againſt the Law, of do and live, Now ovr 
Saviour having by his taſting death for every man, ſatisfi:d juſtice fer 
no fewer ſins, than the ſins of the whole warld, in reference to the firſt 
Teſtiment, Heb, 9.15, Roms. 5.20, 21, {or which the firſt death came 
upon all men. it unavoidably tollowerh, that: all thoſe fins being (© 
by his death deſtroied, which 6ns were the {ting of (that firſt) death, 
1Co7.15, 54, andthe Morall Law or firlt Teſtament being aboliſhed 
and blotred out, which was the {trevgrh of that finne, wer, 56, as is 
proved :the Lay is in my laſt Difimtion, from hence all thoſe the 
worlds {inns are not imputed tothe world, 2 Cor, 5.19. but our ini- 
cuities againſt the firſt Teftament, Heb 9.15, Rom. 5. 20, were laid 
upon Chritt,. /{z, 53.

death, as appeais plainly. in Rev. 2, 11,20, and6, 14. and 21, $.fot 
the ſecond dearth 1s the relative etetnall puniſhment, for the tranſ- 
gerefhions againſt the ſecond Covenant, which'is of grace i by met 
perfified in, againlt the dictates of the Holy Ghoft, which ſecond 


death is alothe reſerve for puniſhment at the laſt judgement. day. in. 
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relation tro-mensſoules andbodies, united by the refurreRion to pre- 
ſerve from which, Chrifts death hath no relation to diminiſh, much 
lefſe aboliſh. as is tully proved inmy 11 Diſtinftion, Thus far roprove, 
'thatir is the firſt death, which rogerher with'the frit Teſtament is

This ſpiritual: preaching of the Goſpell by Chriſts word, or belee- 
ving ſervants Or creatures, to all men, is called the Kingdome of Hea- 
ven which is within your, Lncke 17,21, which appeareth by comparing 
Meat. 3. 2. with Mark 1.15, 

And from ſuch expreffions, by likeHing divers things to the King- 
dome of Heaven,our Saviour uttered many parables, as is inflan:ed 
by the parable of rhe ſower and his ſeed, and of the drag-net, and of 
the leaven,and otthe Feaſt, 

Wherein note, that to declare the compulſion of all men, -interna]- 
ly to receive the in;ranchiſement aforeſaid in the common ſalvation, 
Chriſtſers forth thelame ſeeds-man ſowing of theſameſeecd, even the 
word of the Kinzdome uponfoure torts of ground, repreſenting there- 
by all che forts of ground, or of men, which were compelled all a- 
like to receivethe ſowing or falling of the ſeed upon them; for the fi- 
mile holds not, nor maintains nor, that any of thote. forts dfground.; 
no nor the beſt ſort ef ground, uſed any means, or defired that the 
ſeed ſhould be caſt upon them, yer it is ſaid (in effeR) that all thoſe 
greunds were (by the aCt of ſowing the ſeed uponthem) made to hear 
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the word, and alfo ſome of the bad grounds did receive it with joy, 
At 13,19, 23, andalto ſome of the bad grounds ipr: wage = 
8. 6, which ſhewes that there js an ability given by the ſeed towing 
een on the bad grounds, for they had no ſuch abuity of their own, 
bur they by one means or cther inthat ability tered one 1 
| tion or other to faltenupon them, 1o rhat only that ground called the 
good ground, did bring torth good fruit thereby, 2, 

Bur flillnore herewith) chacthe goodneſle thereof -is not attribu- 
red to a !urmouvmting Almighty power of God, | extended to thar : 
ground over and above, or more than the othergrounds, bur it is 
attribured as in the fimile, in effe& to the due obedience of the 
ground, or of men being found well a&ing in the*ability by grace re- 
tiored to all men, by Chrift- the ſeeds-man, by ſowing the tame ieed 
upon it, which ſeed he alſo {owerh on allperſiltingdifobedient men; 
for if the geodnefle thereof werenot attributed ro irs own welaQting 
inability of wil. by grace ſo reſtored, but to a furmounting Almighty 
power of God, untefiſtibly overppwring it, more then. was cranted 
ro the other grounds, then it were grofle abſurdity with men, much 
more fcr us to conceive of our impartiall good God, who is no re- 
ſpeRer of perſons, 4s 10.34, Dewt, 10,17, Rom, 2.11, That he 
ſhould eſteem of that ground, and that he ſhould lo partially and 
_ highly preter charground as being good,ratherthanthe other grounds, 

conſidering, that 1t thoſe bad grounds had beenſo over-powred, they 

could not have avoided it, bur they muſt pertorce have brought forth 
as good fruit, as thatground accounted goodground did, Bur 

Thele grounds to lay, as the truth is, do repreſent the rationall 
man, conſiſting ot body and ſoule in all men, which rationall man is 
fer forth diftin&t from the Old and New manin the latter part of my 
1 Diſtin&tion. the rationall man being in all men, mrthralled in an ut- 
ter un: bility(in reſpect of Saving Acts )by Adams fall, yet are all indue 
ſeaſon. Thus by this generall ſeeds-man (that as you lee pro ed ſowes 
his ſeed, 'orthe word of the Kinedome on all grounds, or ali men, fo 
that) ſo that all were in'ſranchiſed in i m_—_ deafe condition, fo 
aSto heare the word(with the ears off ternall minds.as Mit, 13.19, 
23, plainlydeclareth, that ailthetorcs of ground did. And herein is 
repreſented ſome rationall men ſo inlightned by the ritle of the god 
eround, as found well acting. or fruirtully by faithful} indeavours 
aCting inthe ule of that their infranchiſement, when the other ground: 
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alioſo inabled by the ſame iceds-man and ieed, yet 2re found rebel- 
liouſy aRing, and icr ſe:ondary catval ends, caſting ott che venef.ts 
by that gra c givenunto them, andrheref.re are caijed bad yronds, 

And. ob.cr-e, that thovgh oneground 1s imputati« eiy by-grace 
commended to be gyod gronnd,yet know, that no man thovgh being 
ſound well ating by taith and ob2dience in his infran. hiſement re- 
preſented by the ſeed ſowne on all, when as ſome other men being 
10 inab{ed alſo,arefound rejecting theſe yorks of grace, or teed fown 
on them alſo ; yet as the Angel: that nevcr fell, nor Ad m2, if he had 
remained inhis « reated inno.en.y, could no: have merited feward as 
due debt from the Creators hand, otherwLe than he 1: pieaed to 
maintain his WaapdCorcnant by his ſree gra e given 3 fo much lefle 
doth this grovnd, or thoſemcn here called or accounted, or imputed 
good, merit any reward at Gods i:and, but as God is pleaied by gra: e 
according to his ſecond Covenant, re account and to impute them 
to be good that beleeve in him thar juftifyerh theungodly, Row.,4,5, 
by Chriſt, | 

Againe, the Kingdome of Heaven is compared to a net caſt intothe 
ſea, whi.h gathereth regetherevery kind, which when it was full, they 
drew to ſhore, and ſate down and gather d the good into veſſels, ande:ſt 
the bad away, Mat. 13.47, 48. Note herein,that all men (repreſented 
bz the fiſhes) good and bad, are infor-ea tore-eive the word of the 
Kingdome in this ſen-e, here by the. :mile of the drag net-called the 
Kingdome of Heaven, for all both good and bad, will they,nill they, 
. were compelled to partake of theſame condition in the ner, thongh 
ſome was found in that d.ag-net compared tothe Kingdome of Hea- 
ren, that in their continued badnefſe were cat away, , Notethat no 
man is or was «reated bad, bur as he makes him#lte bad as is often 
- proved in this tract, 

- And now con! der how lively both theſe parab'es repreſent the 
commonſalvation; where our Saviour iaith, and I, if I be lifted ur, 
will draw all men unto me, John 12,32, He will not only by his ſpirit 
in-ite all mentocome unto him, bur-he will draw as in the drag-ner, 
not on'y ſome men, but all men unto him not inthe leaſt meaſure 
on his part fordeſtru&Xiveends ro any one of ail men {o drawn to him, 
bur for {aving ends on his part for every man, for his Father ſent net 
his Sonne into the worldto cond:mn the world, but that the world through 

him might be ſaved, Joh» 3, 17, Which yet appears more clearely, 
| where 
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where it is ſaid, that God doth reconciledly gather together in one 
co himſelfe, not only all men,bur allchings bythe blood of his Croſſe, 
in him, even in him, as Cel, 1, 20, and Eph. 1.10, being compared 
cogether, doe plainly render, Thus this reconciled gathering or 
drawing together of allmenin Chrilt, even in him, includerh all men 
o00d and bad, reconcikedly gathered to God in him, though ſome 
men being ſo gratiouſly gathered together in him inthe common fal- 
vation, will notwithitanding by their wilſull perſiſting inthe abuſe 
of the benefit thereof, be cait our or caſt away, But how comes 1t 
co paſſe, that no ſewerthan all men goodand bad, are 1n that ſence 
drawnto, or are made partakers of the word of the Kingdome, or 
Kingdome of Heaven, or the knowledge of the truth, 1 Tim, 2, 4, In 
anlwer to this, the means how, is ſhewed by our Sayiours Compa- 
ring the large and ſecret working of the ſpiric ro Leaven, our Saviour 
ſaying, the Kingdome of Heawen is lthe leaven,gwhich a woman tookg and 
hid in three meaſures of meale, until (no leſſe than) all was [.avened, 
Notethat untill no lefle than all was leavened, 

Herein is the Kingdome of Heaven, or the word of the Kingdome, - 
as it iscalled inthe ſame Chapter, X:t.13,19, comparatively let forth 
ro be as Leaven, infuſing it lelfe effeCtually, not only into ſomeparr, 
bur into all parts of the mea'e, ſimilizing thereby, that light, and 
therewith abilityrto know the truth and choo!'e it, is effeftually by a 
ſecrer, yet powertull operation of the ſpirit intuſed into allmen, as in 
Fohn1,7,9.and 1 Tim, 2, 4, isproved, | 

Againe, our Saviour ſaith, the Kingdome of Heaven is like unto 4 
cert tine King which made.a marriage for his ſonne, Mat, 22.2, Unto 
which Feaſt, the firſt that were compelled, or made to know there- 
of by invitation, having refu'ed, he commanded to gather rogether _ 
bad and good, and the wedding was (thereby) furniſhed with gueſts, 
ver, 10, Note that this gathering together of all by command. 1s ren-. 
dered to beno leſſe than a compelling of them all, good and bad, ro 
come into (inthe aforeſaid [ence)into a terreſtriall Kirgdome of Hea- 
ven, or thereto likened, compell them to come in, Lyke 14. 23, Or 
gather rogerher good and bad and bring them in; no man can con- 
ceive that all good and bad wereto be eng together into one locall. 
Place, or into Gods celeſtiall Kingdome, bur into one condition of. 
 abllity,to ſee andto know of the truth and reality of Gods goodneſle, 
and mercy extended by the ſlaying of Chriſt the unipotted —— by 
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faith they might feed thereon, for none of them were further com- 
pelled to feed thereon, as by the wo:ds of the Text 15 cleared, and 
the firſt refuſers were lo farre compelled by intitation, But beloved, 
rhis compelling or bringing in of all men, good and bad; to come in- 
to the terieftriall Kinzdome of Heaven (lo called or likened to, in this 
S ripture ſen:e) or to receive the word of the Kingdome, fo called, 
Mat. 13, 19, doth no way counten2n'e that opinion which ſome 
men have vainely hatched from thoſe words, affirming that there is 
no man ſaved eternally, brr_ only ſuch men as are compelled by an A!l- 
mighty power of God, more than {ome other men are ; not only 
to know thetruth, as is proved that all men are, according to 1 Tim.. 
- 2, 4, Butallothat thoſe men are compelled tofabide in the rruth by 
beleeving, ſo that infallibly whether they will or no, they ſhallnot 
faile, nor be able torefiſt againſt their eternal ſalvation in Gods Ce- 
leftiall Kingdome, whereas 1n truth, there 1s-no {uch matter main- 
rained in Scripture, for herein by comparing Scripture with Scripture, 
we find the clean contrary, that is; that in a common ſalvation, all 
men good and bad, are compelled in, and gathered in to receive the 
word of the Kingdome or the knowledge of the Feaſt of Gods good- 
neſle (not only intended, bur alſo prepared forthem) bythe ſelf ſame 
mean*41s the forcibly inclohng and drawing of all, good and bad,in the 
parable of the drag-net doth diſcover. And thereby ſome gathered. 
rogether, and by command, compelled in, were found there, nor ha- 
ving on a wedding garment, therefore caſt out; as thoſe thar tollowed: 
Chriſt for the loaves ſake. Johz 6, 2, whereas no bad or unclean perſon, 
no tpurityed by faith can be compelled in-neither can pofſiblyenter in- 
to Zods celeſtiall eternall blefled habicarion repreſented, Rev.1.8, 27, 
nor any being oncethere, can be caſt out; ardrhough ſome men for. 
anevading ſhiit, have replyed hereto, ſaying that it was but one per- 
ſon that was found there compelled in, who had not on a wedding 
o:rment, and'therefore little notice can be taken of that man, being: 
but one, Tantwer thereto ; that that one being rhere ſo found com- 
elled in, is ſufficient ro confute that their fancyed imagination, But 
beho'd; that our Saviour maketha farre larger application thereof; for 
as there was ſome bad found, compelled in to this condition, called 
or counted like the Kingdome of Heaven, whereas no bad perſon 
can becompe'led in, nor enter into Gods heavenly habiration, And 
our Sayiuux affirmeth upon that very examp'e ofthecafting our of that. 
| ; - ns 
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one'man,though there be but one mentioned, that as he had ſaid be- 
fore, that all were gathered or compelled rogerher, both good and 
bad, ſo acCordingly even from that one his being caft out, he con- 
cludeth, that though many are called (yet) bur few are choſen, inthe 
very next ver, 14, Now ling but a few our ot the many called, this 
ſersforthagreater number of men, who though called in to receive 
the word of the Kingdome, and know thertruch and reality of Gods 
goodnefle prepared for them by the Feaſt, yer by their wanting their 
wedding garments there, ofthankfull,loving,obedient acceptance, and 


faichfull indeavonrs to walk humbly therein, chey are all of them caft 


ourt,and feware cholen, 

Hereto if you will be pleaſed to owne it, that no fewer than all, is 
very often inthe Scripture, comprehended inthe word (many) as is 
fully proved in my 8 Diftindtion;and that all men are called by Chriſts 
inlightning (no fewer) than every man that commeth into the world; 
ſothar (no fewer than) all men through him might beleeve, as in John 
1.79. and that by himall are ſofarre called, that they are all in doe 
ſeaſon, madeto come to the knowledge of the truth, according to 
the 1 Tim. 2, 4. by Gods owne ſhewing iteven tothe Heathen: allo, 
Rom.1,19, and 2,149 15, From hence, and many ſuch ke Texts, 
we may warrantably conclude;that all men are by the ſpirit invited or 
called, and inabled, though none be choſen, but ſuch ' men only, as 
do make good uſe of their infrarchiſement and inlighrenment, ard 
by their ability received in the call, dothemſelves abide in beleec ings 
and ſo arenot only called or compelled in, as all men are, bur are ac- 
counted to befaithfull, and are choſen, Rev. 17, 14. 

And the ſence of the Greek word, Bi7ze:ai, uſed Lyke 16.16, as 
the Learned ſay, is to be read 3 the Kingdome of God is preached, 
and every man is prefſled into it, which can bee bur by infran- 
chiſement to receive the word of the Kingdome, for no man is fur- 
ther ſo compelled, than as Adam was to be inabled by grace in him- 
ſelfe to obtaine eternal] life, though ſome men fo ' nabled by their 
perfiſting in, and abiding in obedient beleeving, after ſome tryall of 
their faith, are by Grace eſtab.iſhed in the priviledges of the ſpeciall 
ſalvation, as is elſewhere ſaid, and isproved in Eph.1.12,13, 1 Tim, 


4. 10, 
And conſidering that all men are utterly diſabled by Adams fall.and 


ſoby nature cannot. be obedient to the faith; then if all menbe nor 
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inabled by Chrifts ſpirit, to become obedient to the faith, and abide 
therein, bur as they are compelled by a {urther Almighty power of 
God, then that renent being maintained, doth caſt agrofle ſoile in 
rhe face of our juſt dealing imparriall faithful Creator, and all his ſeri- 
ous exhortations, dehortations. reproofes, promiles, threatnings, 
rewards and puniſhments, which is recorded inthe holy Scripture to 
be proceeded in, for or againft men. according to all mens own actu- ' 
all andperſonall obedience. or diſobedience to the taith ; for by thar 
tenent, obedien:e 1s required of ſome men, and promites and threat- 
B23 are declared 'obedi pen'ed to them, according to their perio- 
nafl obedicn-e., or difobedien:e, whereas they are utterly diſabled by 
Adzms fail, and by Gods withho'ding means of inablingthem. irom 
them, it proves rotal:y impoſſible for them to perio:m the leaſt part 
-of the obcdien.e required. ard if that renent were true, then ao 
obedience to the futh is required of tome men. and promiſes and 
threatnings declared rothem, alſo .o be diſpenſed acc ording as they 
perionaliy do prove obcdient or di{obedient to thefaith ; whereas 
thote men by a ſurmounting power of God, granted more to them, 
than to the othermen, ſhallnor, nor canyor poſſib.y be ab'e to doe 
or 2& otherwiſe than to be ſavingly obedient :o the faith, neither 
can they be able to reſiſt 2cainſt their erernall ſalvation, But to rip 0- 
pen the bowels of this fallacy. we ſee it is here proved by Scriptrr2, 
thatallmen are in due ſeaſon ſo inabied by Chriit by a common falra- 
tion, ſaving'y to be\cereand repent, and thereby thoſe firained cx- 
treams are vaniſhed, ard that thereby the perie& holirefle of 21! the 
2rtributes of Ged is unitedly cleared, whereby alſo no lefle than all 
e:caſ.on, for 2ny one mere man to boalt befc re God. is totally de- 
iroyed. ard that no man isinthe leaſt meaivre wro-ged, a:thoveh 
Cod doth not only require but alſo command nofewer than allmenin 
all places to repcnt. ashedoth in As 17,50. and to recover them- 
felies, 2 Tim, 2,26, ard to Five an accrunt of him. Ife to Ged, Rem, 
14,12, crdio becbcatert to his reproefe, Prov.1, 23, andito | umlle

means of inabling. from them, as ſome men groſly imagine, neither 
doth he judge any man, according as he is inforced to a& beleeving- 
ly whether he will or not, by an over-ruling Almighty power of God, 
by God wrovght in his body, bur being inabled of God by Ckrit, he 
indgeth every man, according lo the things he (himielfe) hath done in 
his body, whether it be good or bad, 2 Cor, 5, 10,as hath been touched, 
or according to works (not inforced by God or Adams fall) but ac- 
cording to their works, Rev. 20.13. being as 1s ſaid, firſt inabled by 
God to be obedient, then God proceederh firidtly without poreiali« 
ty, or any r«ſpeHt of prrſons, 1 P, t.I, 17. ACS IO, 34. all which par- 
ticulars are pro..cd, and is one mainedrift of this wholetraR, 

And further, to prove that . God dothnor by a ſurmounting Al- 
mighty power, compell any man after that he is inabled to beleeve ; 
ſo that then unalterably he ſhall abide. in beleeving, excepr it be in 
the caſe of his eftabliſhing of perkſtingly abiding humbled belecycrs, 
ater ſome tryall oftheir tatth incothe priviledzes of the ſpeciall falva- 
tion, which eſpeciall falvation, is ſer forth in_my nineteenth Di- 
fin&ion, | | 

For we have. many examples therein, that God doth not-ſo over- 
power inabled ones, before he hath hed ſome tryall of their faithfull 
conſtancy to keep the faith, which they are by grace inabled to doe, 
Ep*.1,12,13, Forobſerve, though it may befaid that he compelled 
the retuſing gueſts, to know of the rea. ity of the Feaſt, and his oo0d 
will therein zntended to them by his in-1ting of them, which reality 
they queſtioned, not much leſſe denyed for they in effect conftſt thar, 
by the'r deſring to be excuſed ſortheir not comming to it 3 yet you ſee 
taat God d.d not by an a'mightypower, further compell tho!e know-.. 
ing, though refutng oneſts to come to the feaſt, much lefle to ſeed 
thereon ; reither did he compel! rhat party, not having a wedding 
erment, to abide at the Feaſt, akhovgh he had by command compel- 
[=d him to come to it. Sy 

Neither do we read that he compelled any other of the oneſts to. 
feed onthe Feat, though he had compelledly brought them in-to 1x, 
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Neither in our Types the Jewes, after he had given'beaſts and other 
creatures to offer, whereby they were by him made able to offer u 
ro him in Sacrifices ſuch of them, as hero that end required of them, - ' 
yet did henort then compell them by an Almighty power, to offer up 
thoſe beaſts ro him, whether they would or nor, | 

Neither, though God had uſed ſuch compulfion by the fire, as rai- 
ſed the ſcum ih theicerhing por, to as men might themſelves have ta- 
* kenit off, which repreſents his dealing with allmen, yer you ſee he 
did nor uſe a further Almighty power'to take it off himſelfe, nor to 
infor:ethem ſo to doe, 

Neither when he had given the children of Iſrael weapons, and 
ability to enter into the terreftriall Jand of Canaan, then compel! 
them by an almighty power, to beat our their enemies in Meſes 
time, | 

Neither though God made thefallen Angels to receive the poſſeſſi- 
on of their blefled firſt eſtate, and made them to receive ability in 
themſelves, to keep that their firt habitation, yeryou ſee God did 
not further than compell thoſe Angels to keep thar their eſtate orfirlt 
habitation, | | 

And although it may be in ſome ſort ſaid, that he compelled 
Adam ; Firtgto enjoy a living being ; Secondly,to receive the actuall 
poſſeſſion of his bleſſed eſtate, prepared for him by thegrace of Crea- 
tion 3 And Thirdly, made him to receive an ability in himſelfe, to 
have kept that his bleſſed glorious eftate,yet you ſee God did nor by a 
further Almighty power,compel him whether he would then or notzto 
keep and continue in in obedience, and to keep thathis bleſſed eſtate, 
alchough herein in this point he was the great and leading patterne of 
Gods intention concerning all mankind to the whole ſucceeding 
world,and al we his poſterity by hisexample are nor to expect at Gods 
hands (though he doth by Chriſt inableall men evangelically ro keep 
the ſecond Covenant, which 1s of grace,as he did inable 49am. per- 
feRly ro keep the firlt Covenant of works by doing) that he will fur- 
niſh his poſterity with a moreeſtabliſhed condirion, than he did him, 
our grand parent, and exemplary patterne, 

And {otarrehedorh inable all men, that they all may or might be 
obedient; for as hath been ſaid, and indeed cannot too often be ſaid, 
that our bleſſed Saviour Chrift, by a ſalvation firlt purchaſed at a dear 
rate by himſelfe alone, by his ſufferings and performances upon he 
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earth for al men,without men;and then by his reſurreCtion and aſcen- 
fion into Heaven, or by his being in Heaven, from thence by his ſp1- 
rit operating in allmen, and thercby inabling all men in the inward 
man in due ſcalon, to effectually, as that thereby, they all by be- 
leeving might obraine eternall life ; yer as hath been faid and proved, 
no man is compelled by a turther Almighty power, to abide inbelee- 
ving, or obedience to the faith, whether they then, when being lo 
inabled, will or not, neither. ſo over-pawred, that they ſhall not be 
able to clole their internalleyes againe, leſt ſo remaining ſeeing, they 
ſhould be kealed, as welee thoſe did, at.13.15. 

Yet God never faileth in due ſeaſon,when he ſeerh fir, to eftabliſh 
perfifling, abidins, humbled beleevers (who are found to hare ſome 
good progrefle inthe ſaith, by their well uſing that ability by grace 
oiven them) theſe he eſtabliſtheth in the priviledges of the tpeciall 
ial-ation, wherein he ſealeth them after they beleeved, with the holy 
ſpirir of promiſe, Eph. 1, 13. and therein afforderh them many gra- 
ious ſpirituall viſits, as to eate of the hidden» Mannaz and alſo giveth 
them a white ſtone with a new name written in it, which no man knows 
but he that receives it, Rev, 2, 17. And obſerve that by this reall abili- 
ty aforeſaid, by Chriſt communicated unto ail men, from thence he 
faith, without me you can do nothing, John 15. 5. therewith alfo ex-" 
horting men to abide in that ability by beleering, or 15.4.6, and 
there alſo ſheweth the danger of thoſe men that will not abide 3 alſo 
from thar ability received, beleeving people doe triumphantly ſay, 
Net of our ſelves, but by thee only will we make mention of thy namr, Iſa. 
26.13, And inconſideration thatſome people do willingly and chear- 
fully a& in that by grace reſtored "—_— given to all men to know 
the truth, which God foreknowing, they by him. are called Gods 
people or ele; according to his toreknowledge, agreeable to the

Thus herewith keeping 1n our memories, though God in-tompal- 
ſion faith, what could I have done more to my vineyard, that I have 
not done? Iſa. 5.4, Which vineyard as in the Type, repreſenterh all 
the men ofthe worid, as appeareth, 1 Cor, 6, 11, yet you ſee-he did 
notby an almighty poverforce them to bring forth good fruit. bur he 
proceeded only by taking away the obſtru&ions that hindered them {6 


ro doe, that they might by the benefit of that good means uled with 
| them, 
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- them,bring forth good fruit, and then expeted good fruitſtom them 
or their owne pertormances, in their good ute of that means he had 
gratiouſly uſed withthem, asfully appears in /ſ:, 5, AnJ whereas God 
laid, what could I have done more for my wvizeyard, you know that 
God covld ifhe had fo pleaſed, by his Almighty power, have fo eſta- 
biiſhed them,as that theyno waies con!d have broughc forch bad fruit; 
bur he having in his tranſcendent witdome, after the counlell of his 
owne wall, Eph.1,11, determined not to inveſt mankind in gene- 
nerall, in any further ability in themlelves, but only by raking away 
the obiiruAions that came in by Adams fall, and therewith to inabie 
all menſo in the inward man, as that thereby.they all might in their 
1vet ulage of that ability, prove obedient to the taith, as appears in our 
orand paterne Adam, that God did but inable him tobe obedient, 
trom this determinate councell of his owne will, and glorious wiſ- 
dome, he inthart text faith, what could I have done more, &c, 

But for the further clearing of what hath been ſaid, ler us obſerve 
rhatnever fince 4d#ms tall, God hath nor, nor doth nor intruſt any 
one meer man with an ability in himlelfe, thereby to be transterred 
roany other perſon, as it mighthave been transferred from Adam by 
generation to his poſterity if he had Rood, No beloved, God never 
fnce the fall, doth truſt any man with any ſuch ability inhimſelfe, bur 
our Saviour Chriſt only, who as the publick man or ſecond Adam, is 
intruſted with all the power and ability which is to be be transferred 
roany man, thatpoweris inveſted in him only, Mar.28.18, where- 
by becauſe no one man ſhould ſuffer lofle in that point, by the firſt 
Adams fall, he gratiouſly communicates by his ſpirit to every man, 
anddoth intrufl every man withan ability, whereby he in the good 
uſethereof, might be eternally ſaved, ſo farre as concernes his owne 
perſonall injoiment for himſelfalone, excepting on'y what good ano- 
ther man may receive from him by his good example and inſtructions 
and prayers, But perhaps ſome man will ſay, in reipect of what hath 
been by me formerly declared, how can ir appeare that our Saviour 
Chriſt hath redeemed all men from rhe curie of the Law and fiſt 
death) according to your 4 and 5 Diſtin&ions, when as it is evident, 
that ſomeremaimng effe&s of the curſe of the, Law, and allo of the 
firſt death, are as yet unremoved from off the earth, and other crea- 
'Cnires, | | 

1X To which I anſwer, that the generallcurſe mentioned in Gez. - 7; 
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Curſed is the ground for thy ſake, conſidering that that. is but a tempo- 
rall curle and aſfi&tion; this curſe is not of the nature of that which 
che curſe of the Law would hare effected, for without the Covenanc 
of grace applied, asit is promiſed to the woman, ver, 15, (in the 
ſame Chapter) rhecutrſe of the Law would have beeneternall. 

So that this aforeſaid curſe of the ground, which doth remaine bur 
temporally, cannot be ſaid to be the curſe of the Law, 

But God having had experience of Adams wilfull rebellicn and diſ- 
obedience againſt him,by his being lo diabolically puffed vp in pride, 
with his excellent eſtate of Creation, and his glorious enjoyment of 
the perfection of the Creatures, as created for him, God not for 
deſtrugire, bur gratious ends for all men, only blaſts the gloriou!- 
neſſe of the Creatures, as Created, ſaying, curſed i the ground for thy 
ſake, as if faid, becauſe thou baſt (though inabled by me ro doe the 
contrary) ſo wilfully and rebellioully betraid the truit which I repoted 
inthee, for thy ſelte and thy poſterity, by thy being inrruſted with 
ſo blefſed and glorious eſtate (for thy ſake) I will n2: er againe rrult 
thee, nor thy (tained poſterity, with the ule of the glorious Crea- 
rures in that beauty and excellency, in which they were created by 
me y bur having had experience of thy unfaithfuinefſe and re- 
belion in theuſe of them (for thy ſake) I will never againe hazard the 
eternall favour I intend for thee and thine, in ſuch an alluring eſtate, 
whereby the hearts and affeftions of thee and thine, may probably 
hereafter come to be alienated againe trom me and my grace, prote- 
ion and goodnefle; bur I will in my tender mer:y by grace exten- 
ded by the Goſpellorſecond Covenant, by a curſe our of my mercy, 
remporally blaft thoſe rare created beauties and excellen-ies of rhe 
Creatures, provided for thee and thine ; and this on Gods part in- 
rended to hide pride from mankind in generail, as we ſrequently finde 
that he doth. not by deſtructive, but gratious intentions, affii&tpar- 
ticular men in divers manners, to hide pride from particular perlons, 
as appeareth in Job 23, 17, 19. and very many other places, which 
ſhewerh, that as God to that gratious end, affliteth the whole 
world ot mankind in gererall, by the effetts of that mercitull curle, 
by himſerled, concerning the ground or whole earth; ſo God affili- 
&terh parricular men our of his mercy, to the end, inrended on his 
part, tharmen ſhould curnein to himyhis grace and proteQion only, + 
for in thoſe afflictions, though they ſeem burthenſome to fleſh and 
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blood, yet therein and thereby he waiteth to be, or that he may be

And how can we harb yur in our breaſts, ſu.h hard con-eits of 
our faich'ull Creator, and 229d and impatrtiall God as to-account 
taok his merciull curſes or atfictions, to be ofrhen.ture, whi-h was 
in the cternall curſe of the Law, which wichout Chriſts affitan.e, 
would hare been everialiing npon ailmen, eſpeciauy confdering thar 
our gratious God hath declared tous, which he expecteth we ſhon:d 
tike thankfull notice of, Wilch 15, EN2t on his part, all his inteni- 
013 are (not only good, bur) good roall (and that nor only his mer- 
ci23, bit ailo) his render mer.ics are over (not only ſome, bur orer) 
a:l his worxs?

So That that curle, atiction or actions, proceeds trom the grace 
of the ſecond Corenant, intended on Gods part, for mercifull 
end; to aii men; though ſome men, after their inſranchiſement and 
in.ightenment, doe willy perhft 1n abuſing that grace, and ſo as 
per.erlely by their owne roluntarychoile, doe loſe the cternall bene- 
fr, intended on Gods patt forthem tncreby, 

And as tor the {mall or weake remaining power of the firſt dearh, 
which the aforeſaid query ſo much ſcruples at, conhdering that by 
Chritts death, rhar death hath no morz power Jeft ir, but remporaliy 
to bring all mens bodies to tie grave or eatth, from which it was ta- 
ken, and tohodthem there, untill the generall reſurrection menti- 
oned in R-v, 20, 12,15, Wee may not be much troubled to find our 
rhat that is an exceeding bleſſing alſo, as it is intended of God on his 
part ſora!l men, being tolded up ina metcifull, gentle curſe, by rhar 
death orſleep, to make way, or open the paſlage for the immo:ta- 
lity ozallmens bodies to be brought in by Chritts performances, 
 Forbyrho!e words, Ger. 3. 19. Ia the fweat of thy face thou ſhalt 
et bread, till than returae unto the ground, for out of it walk thou taken, 
for duſt thou art, aud unto duſt (halt thox returae, This ſaying, how- 
everit appears to humane wiledome, yer it doth but teſtify Gods 
lore to all men, in that by his grace m Chriſt, he hath provided: 
a way, that whereas death, even the eternall firit death, would un- 
retittibly have ſeized on all men, to procnre their everlaſting ſepara- 
tontom God and his blefied preſence; yet that now, even trom the 
acceptation of Chriſts blood, as ifit had been aQually ſhed at {dams 
fall Rev, 13, 6, 1 Per, 1,19, No man ſhall be, nor can be ocher- 
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wite, but temporally morrall, and that alſo concernin2 their bodies 
ony;tor asChrilt by his death hath brought in life from thar firſt death, 
which came over all men by ſins entrance, Rom, 5, and alſo therewith, 
immortality cf the Goſpellz 2 Tim. 1,10, Even ſo by Gods Cratious 
Ordinan:cez/t is appornted for (all) men once to dye, Heb, 9. 27.that tem- 
porary death of the body, and God by that death or ſleep, or change 
of the body, dothgratiouſly ſtrip all markinde of that curſed immor- 
calicy, into which all men fell by fins entring into the wor'd, ſo thar 
although allmens bodiesſrom that ground, are ſowne morrali bodies, 
I Cor, 15.53, Gods intention being to make that kind of death, or 
ratherſleep, a means by Chriſt, char allmen might be raſed up ar the 
generall relurrection, not only immorral], bur alſo in his prime inten-- 
rion on his patt, that they ſhould all of them be eternally blefled, in 
that their immortality, whi.h the mortall death of the bodie; of all 
men by Gods wiledome and mercy made way for; fo that the tempo- 
rall death of the body, whereby by grace they are ripped of mortal- 
lity, it being the dore of entrance into immort2lity, 18 an unÞeak- 
able mercy, intended of God for all, and proves efftettually ſo ro be- 
leevers: and though ſome men after theicinlight.nnent, doe perkit 
in perverſe witfu!l unbeleefe, yet eventhey allo ſhall for ever remaine 
immortal] at the reſurre&tion ofthe bod y, th ough by their own choiſe, 
they foreverloſe the blefſednels that of God was intended they ſhould 
have enjoyed forever, inthattheirimmortality, they themſelves cyr- 
ning the bleflednefſe thereof, into an immorcall curied living being, 
yet 1s, the temporall death as God intended by grace in Chriſt, to 
make nfſe of it for all men, ſofarr from a curiein its own Nature, that 
it is an exceeding great bleſſing alſo, 

And now craving your patien:e alittle further, concerning the ina- 
ling and inijehrning of all men, we may note,that in the ca'e of little 
children. whileſt they remaine in their weaknefſe and imbecillity of 
their underiianding, and allo all Ideots and Fooles that were ſo'born, 
anddoe fv continue, as they never had ability afforded them, to de- 
ny the Doctrine of the Golpell; noraQually and perionallyto reſfiſtthe 
ſpirits teaching, nor doe wittingly forſake God, who infallibly doth 
never forſake any one perſon, untill that man or perſon, forlaketh 
him firſt, as is fully proved inmy 16 ard 17 DiftinRions 3 and as lirtle 
children, and alſo ſuch Ideots and Fools are nor capable of under- 


anding tobe againſt Chriſt and the Goſpell, of ſuch our Saviour af- 
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firmerh, rhat he that 1s nor againſt us, 1s on ourpart, Mark 9, 49, 
And as they are not capable to rejuſe light, ard choote darknefle, 
which is the condemnation, Fohn 3,19, SS therc 1 10 condemnation 
rothem by the Goſpell, and as for the Law they are aiſo fiee from 
that charge of {;nne ; for Chiiſt hath redeemed not only chem, bur 
al'o all men tram the curle of the Law and ficit death, as 1s largely 
proved in my 4and 5 Diſtinctions, And our Saviour allo affirmerh of 
little children that of ſuch rs the Kingaome of Heaven, Mat, 19, 14. 
Mar, 10,14, ardiaith, that they belecu? in him, Marke 9,43. And 
our Saviour affirmeth, not only of little children, bur of men allo, 
ſaying, exc: pt ye be converted, and become as little childrens ye ſhall not 
enter into the Kingdome of Heaven, Mat. I4, 3. Mark. 1-5 and 
Lsk+ 18, 17, And of thoſe men that humble. themſelves as a lictle 
chiid,, our Saviour faith, the ſame is the greateſt in the Kingdome of 
Herwen, Mit.18,4, 

And beloved, God hath not:efc us without examples of this truch; 
for not withſtanding that it 15 ſaid, that all the Congregation of the Fews, 
b:d ſtore Joſhua azd Caleb(the faithful ſpies) with toner Num, 14.10, 
In which a&t, no doubt can be made, but thatallrhoſe of 17, 18,19, 
20 ycars of age, hada hand, yet Gods mercy is he:d forth ro them, 
and hechargeth none of them with that rebellious ſinne of unbeleefe, 
that were under theage of 21 yeares, for all ofthem thar were under 
that age, he accounted them their little ones, Nam. 14. 31, their 
chi:dren, ver..33, and doth paſſe by all their offences. being under 
that age of 21 yeares, as not knowing betwixt good and exyill, as 
clearly appeareth by comparing Num. 4. 29, with Deut, 1, 39, Now 
conſidering, that all ſuch deaiings of our gratious' God with them, 
were written for our admonition and example, as appearerh they 
were, 1n 1 Cor, 6, 11, though I know not whether we may there- 
by conclude, thar God alwaies granteth an uncapablity to bein 
man, and that God doth not take notice of any mans unbeleete, and 
unthanktulnefſe, as to be eternally puniſhable, untill he be above 
2oyears of age, yet we may conclude, that he doth not exclude or 
ſhur out any man from hisgrace of the ſecond Covenant, be he young 
or old, that as yet are not by him made capablero accept of grace, nor 
ſhuts ont any ſuch perſons, as neitherdoe; nor can wittingly reliſt the 
terders thereof, 
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The ſeventh Diftinfion ſetteth forth, that our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt per- 
fetts the common ſalvation even to all the Heathens alſoy where nei- 
ther written Law nor Geſpell is v2uchkſafed unto them, otherwiſe then 
the eff etts thereof are wruten intheir hearts, - 


O ſer ſorth which,obſerre.that althovgh ir be ſaid; that there is no 
oth r nxme given under heeverywherby menmyft be ſ..ved according 
to A454, 12, yetthat doth not grove, that the want of the. know- 
ledge of that very name to any people, doth pur them into a conditi- 
on of eternall condemnation ; but on the contrary doth implicitely 
conErme, that as Chriſt is the Saviour of no fewer than all men,1 Tim.4., 
10, ſo God doth by him.communicare an inabling common ſalvation 
roall men, as in my laſt Diſtinction, and alſo an eternall ſalvation to 
all beleevers or confiders in his goodneſs,only by a virtue deiived from 
chat name only, and his performances for. all men, even for-ſuch men 
as was never made acquainted with Chrifts very name, nor the parti- 
culars of his performances, Herein weare to takenotice, rhat there 
is a confiding and beleeving in him, or in God thar raiſed up Jeſus our 
Lord from the dead, that is impured for righteouſneſle, as Abrahams 
faith was imputed unto him for righreouſneſle, by beleeving that God 
notwithſtanding the deadneſle of his body, and of Sarahs wombe, 
by ſo quickning thedead, would multiply his ſeed, Rem. 4, 175 18,19. 
And the Apolile ſaith, that this impuration of Righteouineſſe, unto 
him, was not written for his ſake alone, that it was imputed unto- 
him, but for usalſo ro whom it ſhall be impured, if we beleeve on 
hins that raiſed up Jeſu ourLord from the dead; Rom. 4.24,Thus the very 
Heatheps that have not the written Law or Goſpell, otherwiſe than 
the effe&s thereof are written in their hearts,even they by theit belee- 
ving and confiding in the goodnefle of him only, or of God only, thar. 
raiſed up Jeſus our Lord from the dead, is warrantably, according to 
the ſcope of that Texr, accounted to them for righteouſnefſe, which 
they may doe by their ability received in-themſelves by Chriſt in the 
common ſalvation, by their being all of them bronght ro the know- 
ledge of the truth of Gods grace and goodnefle, as 1s proved in my 
laſt Diltin&ion, a'though the .very name of Jeſus, and particulars of- 
his performances, which procureth that goodnefle for them, benot 
diſcovered unto them ; and this is made apparant for the unthanktul- 
| G 3 neſle 
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neſſe ofthe very Heathens,as is proved, where it 15 ſaid, deſþ:ſe/? theu 
the riches f his goodneſſe, and forbearancezand long ſuffering, not know- 
io (or remembring, as 1n ſome tranſlations) char the goodxneſſe of 
God lead:th theeto rep-ntancey, Rom, 2.4, AS ifIaid, doſt thon behave 

thy ſelfe fo unthanktuily ro God, nct knowing of his goodneſſe, will 

thy conſ.ien:e ſay that rhou art not acquainted with his goodnefle 3 

no, no, that is not thecaut, it is the hardnefle and impenirencie of 
thy heart, that treaſnveff up unto thy ſelfe wrth, ver, 5, And thatthis 

is poken of thoſe people, thar harenot ſo mu:h as the Law written 

vouchiafed thems otherwiſe than the eftects thereof written in their 

hearts, See the 14 and 15 verſes following, 

And this need not teem {iravge to any man: For behold beloved, 
that even Chriſts choſen Apotiles and Dil. iples, were ignorant of his 
ſufferings, death, and reſurrection, evenafter they had remained with 
him a confderable time, as appeareth in Mar, 16,21, By his there in- 
firacting them, that hemutt tuffer, and be killed, and be raiſed acaine 
the third day; and fo alloin 27arh 8, 31, andherewith is very much 
ro be obſerued, that in the very time of thar their great ignoran:e, 
Coritdoth affirmedireRly, that they were bleſſed, as in X7ar.1 3.16. 
as alſo he affirmeth that Peter was bleſſed, even before Perer knew of 
Chriſts ſufferings, death and reſurre&kion, as in Mar, 16,17, And 
more thanthis, for Peter, James and John were ignorant what the ri- 
ſing from the dead ſhould mean, Marks 9.10, And to prove that 
chey were all by Chriſt affirmed ro be then bleſſed, eren in thetime 
of that their ignorance, or before they knew of his ſufferings, death, 
and reſurre&tion, compare At. 1 3 16, and 16, 17, foregoing, where- 
in theyare affirmed to be bleſſed, even inthe time of that their jgno- 
rance, with at, 16, 20,21, 22, 23, followine, wherein is made 
apparant, that Chriſt at that time before, when he affirmed them ro 
be blefled, had not then acquainted them with his ſufferings, death, 
and reſurre&tion;and alſo thar then they wereutterly ignorant of thoſe 
particulars, therefore it is no {firange thing to beleeve, rhat the Hea- 
thens may (by the effeRuall inab.ingmeans uſed with them by the {pi- 
rit, inthe viſible book of the Creatures) beleere and confide in Gods 
ooodnefſe, who raiſed up Jeſus ourLord from the dead, which faith, 
by vertue of that name. 15 imputed for righteonſneſſe, as is before 
ſaid, aithough they never heard*of the name of Jeſus, nor are made 
acquainted with the particulars of his ſufferings, death, and refur- 
rection, 
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rection, for moſt of the antient Saints before Chrifts Incarn:tion, had 
either none or very little knowledge of Chrifts name, and particulars 
of his ſufferings, death, and reiurrection, the knowledge of which 

arti.ulars, now ſince Chrifts Incarnation, death ard reiurrection, 
15 required where the Golpell comes, as main Articles of our Chriflian. 
Faith, 
And obſerve herewith yer further, that as it ſaid, the manifeſt-t on 
of the ſpirit is grven to every man to profit :thall, 1 Cor, 12,7, that 
though fome men apply this Text to beleevers only, becauſe there ſpo- 
ken to beicevcrs, yer to ce!ithe tothe worid, that the very heathens 
thoveh not infiructed inChriftian principles, have effectuall manite- 
{tations uſed with them, it is {aid that that which may be known of 
God, is manifelt in them (and the reaſon is therewith given)for God 
Hath ſhewed it unto them, Rom.1, 19, Which maniteftation of the 
ſpirit to the Heathen, maketh the very letter of 1 Cor, 12,7. to appear 
in full for every man, and alſo2miably agreeth withthar Text, where 
It is aid, that Chritt inlightneth (no fewer than)every man that com- 
meth into the world, ſo. that (no lefle number than) all men through 
him might beleeve, Fohn 1.7, 9, Now you know that every.man and 
all men, muſt neeas include all the Heathen men ; and the bookes 
wherewtth God by his iptrit doth teach thoſe Hearhers, arealſo made 
knownto us in the word, ſaying, For the inviſible things of him,that 
ic; his eternal power and Godhead, are ſeen by the Creation of the warld, 
ſo that they ate without excuſe, Row. 1.20, That whereas all-men are 
brought to the knowledge of the truth of Gods goodnefle, as hath 
been largely proved, whereby thole perſons of thoſe Heathens; that 
having the truth, do hold the trath inunrighteousnels, wer, 18, and 
having the truth, do change the truth incoalye, ver. 25.ſuch of thoſe 
Heathens, though ſo having the knowledge of God,: yyho, is truth, 
I{1.65.16, communicated to them, yer do not glorihe God as God, 
Rm. 1. 21, and having the knowledge of God, doe not hke tore- 
tine that knowledge, ver, 28, ſuch are withour exculez;as verſe 20, 
becay'c God-harhithewed theie unto. chem, as befores:by the mani- 
feltation of the ſpirit in the, Creatnre-booke 3 wherein Are, that of 
the means were notan effetuall di.covery, then-1n dquaty they; were 
exclable, So allo the rtelftimony of. the Prophet .Navigz;doncerming 
this very point, where he allo {erterh fotth ta. tiewys byywhat. baoks 
God: by his {pitic doth. declare hinalelſe. and:hos gpbdrede; ipvrembo 
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thoſe rery Heachens, ſaying, the Heavens declare the glory of God, and 
the firmament ſhewet! his handy works, day unto day mttereth ſpeech, 
mght unto night ſnewcth knowledge ; there is no ſpeech nor language, 
wizere therr woice 13 not herd, their line 1s gone throurh all the earth, 
and their words nnto the end of the world, Pſal. 19, 1, 2, 3, whict ſort 
oi Preaching, though Chriits name, nor the particulars of his ſuffe- 
rings, death and returre&ion, be not diſcovered to them thereby,yet 
'the Apoſtle Parl, {rom hence doth affirmeit to be a Goſpell preaching 
tO all, Mos, 10,18, ſaying, have they not heard? yes verily, their ſound 
went into all the earth, and their words urto the end of the world, alluding 
here to the ſame words uled in Pſz/nz 19, before recited ; and the per- 
ſifting inthe abuſe of this knowledge of God, cauleth a delivering up to 
a reprobate minde, Rom, 1, 28, 

Now beloved, conſidering thar all the Heathens are ſo effeQually 
enabled ſpiritually, to heare, fee, and underſtand, and confde in 
Gods g0o0dneſſe, as it is pfoved that all men are, inmy Laſt Diſtin- 
ion, rake notice hereby, what pregnant ſpeaking voices, and prea- 
ching manifeſtations, as the Text ſaith, fitted for all languages, are 
communicated by Gods ſpirit by the Creatures, to every one of them, 
Heathens, and allthe world, ro make manifeſt the goodneſt of God, 
rothem and all other men, and in their conſcience, to cauſe them to 
confide therein, if they reſift not 3 alſo itis faid, he that beleeveth in 
him that juſtifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for rigbteonſneſſe, 
Rom. 4,5. Now you know it zs Godthat ju$tifieth, Rom. 8. 33.though 
Chriſt be the only means of juſtification propitiatory 3 here alſo you 
ſee, that faith in God juſtifierh by Chriſt, akthough Chriſt by name 
in hisperformances, be not diſcovered, Againe, all Kings of the earth, 
and all people, are called upon to praiſe his vame, Pſal, 148.11, Then 
cettalinh , alrhongh many Kings and people have not Chriſt crucified 
or them, revealed tothem, yet there isa true reall cauſe (beſides ac- 
fcountable tremporall mercies) whereby they are all obliged to praiſe 
his name, and ability given them, whereby they may ſo doe, elſe rhat 
command were injurious, and fallacious, which 1s the higheſt de- 
oree'of blaſphemy, to athrme thole robe in God, | 

Bur if we will be ruled by the Apoſtle, he tels us, that there 1s no 
difference between the Jew and the Greeke, for the ſame Lordover all, 
is rich rmto all that call #pon him, Rom 10,12, though Chriſts name 
benot diſcevered to ſome men, and though in outward gy" 

123 they 
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they differ, and this he affirggggh in a leading way, to diſcover the 
oenerall Creature, reaching inW 18 verſe of the ſame Chapter, and 
as fully, As 10, 34, 35. Alto out Saviour commendeth and incou- 
rageth men, inthat ſort of beleeving inGod, where the knowledge

Thus the grace of God tringeth ſalvation unto (no fewer than) afl 
men, Tit.2, 11, and by this means aforeſaid, we find how that the 
Goſpell was, and is preached to every Creature that is under Hea- 
ven, according to Cel, 1,23, And why ſhould the Chriſtians finm- 
ble at this truth ? {4 their eye be evill, becauſe God is good ? Mat. 
2.15.07 why ſhould any Chriſtian offer to part thoſe whom God hath joy- 
ned together, in the great and good Goſpell-tidings? Lug 2, 10, and 1n 
the generall bleſſing in Chrit, promiſed often to Abraham, Iſaac and 
Facob, that in their feed, ſhould no tewer than all the Nations of 
the earth, and all the families of the earth be bleſſed. 

But what now beloved, hath God leſt us without evident exam- 
ples of this his gracious dealing, even with the heathens alſo, to con- 
firme this Scripture DoCtrine ? Hath he nor for our further confir- 
mation therein, ſer forth Lydia, who is honoured with reſpect, to 
to be one that worſhipped God, even before ſhee clo{ed in withthe 
religious principles, either of the Jewes or Chrifitans, As 16, 14, 
Alſo Rahab the Har:ot,a Gentile, is ranked amongſt thoſe worthies, 
Heb, 11, herfaith being only a confiding in the God of Ifraels power 
and goodneſle,  Fo(bxa 2. 9, 10, there being no mention of, her faith. 
in Chrift, forſhe was then noproſelyred Jew, much leſe a Chriſtian, 
We have al'o theexample of Job, and his godly friends, which were 
neither Jewesnor Chrittians, Alſo the Centurion, the Roman Off:- 
cer, who though he was no Jew; nor then joined to the Chriſtians, 
yet our Saviour exceedingly commends has faith, 7ar.$. 10, Alſo 
we have for example a woman of Canaar, having alſo n> knowledge 
of Chriſt as a Saviour, by his ſufferines, death and refurre&ion. and 
yet our Saviour did nor only approve of her faith, ,bur rather admires 
at it, ſaying, O woman great is thy a Mat,15,23,28, Al 
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Alo we have for example, Cornelingg whoſe prayers and almes exme 
1p for a memorial before God, Attsgff4. he being then no proſely- 
red Jew; andb&ore he w 23s by Petey made acquamred with the ter-« 
rue of Chris ſufferings, death: and reſurrection : Whereupon Perey, 
atier he was inftraced by, an effi-acious vition, that he ſhould not 
callany man (norte) that he ſhouid nor call any man common or un- 
ciean, As 10, 28, then by way of admiration; he opened his mouth, 
and faid, of a 1711 [ perce:ve, that Grd is no reſpetter of ptrſons, but 
n every Nation, he tl at 'feareth him, and worketh r.ghteonſxeſſe, is 
accepted of him 3 hereby including any perion in any Nation whatfo- 
ever, whether they be Chriſtians ornor, that tear” God and worke 
rizhteouinefle, as Cornelizs was found ro doe, before he was wſtru- 
cted in Chriltianity, And further to clear Gods impartiality, amoneft 
very many other places, perute Dent. 10,17, KRo4-:5s2,1T, 1Peter 
5, 17. 

And'conkdering that Paul was infirufted' of God, not to call any 
man common or un:leane, I hope it will be a ſufficient caveat for all 
Chriſtians, to be wary of flighting or undervaluing of ſuch multi- 
rudes of Heathens,which have been, and are, or probably may here- 
aiter be in the world, 11 

Asi God hath nor, nor doth not afford them effeAuall means, 
whereby in their good uſe thereof, rhey might be eternally ſaved be- 
caule he doth not afford them the outward priviledges of Chriftiani- 
ty, for trom this number.of godly Heathens by Scripture nominited, 
we cannot bur in all probability con:lude, that there hath been, 
13y and will be great multitudes of fuch god'y Heathen Saints, from 
the beginning of the world, to theend thereof, | 

' Thus41s before, I gaveyou a hint what Chritt did by his petſonall 
performances upon the earth. by his deſcenſioh from Heaven, by that 
j1lvation wrought in himſelffor all men,to plant'the foundation ofthe 
common ſalvation of all men, os | 

So now herein, Lhave preſenred to yoth a taſte of what our Sa- 
11onr Chriſt hathdone, anddothinmen, by his being afcerded, and 
fitting at his Fathers right hand, from thence by his ſpirit, finiſhing 
the commondſalvation of all men, whereby alſo conſidering, that all 
ner are therein inabled with a poſſibility or ability in themſelves,

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Agrear part ofthe excellency of the reſtored ſecond life of all mans 
kinde, by Chriſt procured, by his ſwallowing ergo firſtdeath; 
in victory, which came over all men,Row.5.12,by Adamsfall is laid 
open to publick view, | 

And withour this ability of grace on allmen, even on them thae 
doe chooſe darknefle rather than light ; rhoſe refulers could neither 
know ſaving truthfromfalſhood, nor ltght from datknefle, nor could 
not departfromthe faith, 1 Tim. 4.1, they never had, neither could 
any man make ſhipwrack of faith and a good conſcience, as ſomedid, 
x1 Tim, 1,19,and1o their refuall of grace, would be in the ballance of 
juſtice and equity, excuſable, 

Eſpecially contidering, that all Adams poſterity,” is unavoidably in- 
volved 10 an utter unability by another mans offence, even by .4dams 
fall, unto which a& they never gave any aQtuall or perſonall conſent, 
much lefſe did ever act init, for chey were all unborn,See what is ſaid 
of Facob and Eſa, conſidered of as tinborn, Rem..9;which is, that then 
they had done neither good norevill, | 

But hereby we finde from theſe aforeſaid apparant over-powring 
manifeſtations by Chriſt Rrongly, chough gratiouſly acted, ro diſco- 
vet God and his goodneffe ro all men, by bringing all. men to the 
knowledge of the truth, proceedeth that ſaying directed to men, to 
perſwade them to lay hold onthar ſtrength, ſaying, Let him obſerve, 
tet him takg hold of my ſtrength, that he m ks peace with m2, 'and heſhal 
make peace with me, _ 27.5. Notethat the man muſt lay hold ;and 
from the ſame gronndit 1s ſaid, that thoſe that forget God, ſhall be tur- 
ned inte hell, Pſal.9. 17. Job $8.13, not ſaid thoſe that never knew 
Ged. bur thole that after knowing, forget God, bur that eventhe 
Gentiles alſo may know God in his grace,mer-y and goodneſle,Chrif 
is appointed to be alight wnto (even unto thoſe) the Gentiles, that he 
ſhould be for ſalvation (note this that he ſhould be for ſalvation, not 
only for Chriſtians, bur alſo) «to the ends of the earth, Tſa. 49.6. 
This Chriit doth by his ſpirit, by inlightning nor only the heathens, 
but alſo every man, or allmen, ſothar not only the Gentiles or Hea- 
thens, bur alſoall men mighribeleeve, as appears, in John't, 7.9, And 
for this end, Pol was ſent unto. the very Gentiles alſo to open thei? 
eyes,though not powerfully to turntheny; but as in moſtrranſlations, 
that rhey mighr,or may thereby tutne them from the power” of Sathan 
unto God, 46s 26,1 8 by the: means aforeſaid; faith is afforded, 
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not onh'yto the heatheng, bur allo roallmen, A#s 17.31, thovgh ſame 
men make ſhipwracke ot it, 1 Tim,1.19, this grace bringah ſulvation 
ro (no fewer than) all mer, Tit.2, 11, though ſome men refule it, 
Ths is the Goſpell preached to every Creatures, which is under Heaven, 
Col.1, 23, though ſome men reje&tthar preaching, 


The eighth Diſtiation, which fueweth the miſtakes of ſome mens concer- 
ning divers very conſiderable expreſſions of Scripture, which hath bred, 
and doth nurſe up many vaine contentions, even amongſt Chriſtians, 
about the grations extent of the common ſalvation, 


F* E expreſhons of Scrip:ure, which are very often by ſome men 
mi:appiyed, are theſe (us, wee. our, ye) and ſuch ike ; and alſo 
che word (many) is much wreſled 3 for where it is ſaid, Chriſt or 
the Sonne of Many came ta give his hfe aranſome for many, Mar 10.45, 
This Text from the. word many, 15 by ſome men applyed, as if Chritt 
cave his life a ranſome for the cie&t only, and {o conlequently bur for 
ſome part of men : But what ſaith the Scripture ? many of them that 
ſteepin the duſt of the earthſh all awake, ſome toeverlaſting life, and ſome 
ro ſhame and perpetuall contempt, Dan, 12, 2, Herein 1t cannot be de- 
nyed, but that the word mary doth include all that ſleep in the duRt, 
f r the grave delivereth up all that are init to judgement, Rev, 20,13, 
Note here that all Neep in the duft, one way or other, except im the 
Caſe of Enoch and Eliah, Againe, many are called, but few are choſen. 
Theſe words arc ipokencomparativeiy of all men, who areall in due 
ſeaſoncalled or ſent tothe worke, 1 Tim, 2, 6, by the knowledge of 
the truth received 3 only thoſe are not choſen, rhat then murmure ar 
Godsgratious diipenſations, Mar. 20,1,15, And alſo thoſe words 
are {poken againe vy Chriſt, of thoſe invited to the Feaft, Mar. 22.9, 
10, Where the charge givenunto the fetchers in, was to bring in (no 
fewer than as many as they conld tinde, and accordingiy they were 
oathered together) allas many as they found, good and bad, 

This is a fimile of Gods dealing with mankinde, and you know 
Tat God can finde out all men,: to call them to the Goſpell-Feaſt, 
therefore conſidering, that, according to the Parable, he callech as 
many as he can finde, conſequently by inlightenment, he calleth no 
fewer thanall men. as ts proved, 1 Tim, 2.4,6.

3, and therewith by his pretions blood 
ſhed, 1 Pet.1, 19, Now beloved, as theprice paid hath reference to 
his death for redemption. there it is ſaid, he rafted d-ath for every man, 
Heb 2, 9.andas theprice paid hath reference to- his blood-ſhed, you 
know, tht without ſhedding of blood there is no remiſſion, Heb.9.22, 
And accordingly the atonement or propitiation was with onr Types 
the Jewes made, by the ſhedding of the blood of beafts, the benefit 
of thoſe extended, though to all, as intheir Jubilee, yer burto allthe 
Jewes and proſelytes only .

And beloved, if you pleaſe, you may fee this unlimited ſence.inrhi 
very cauſe fullyxro-ed, aitoin Coljr, 20,being compared with Eph.n, 
10.wherein isplainy ſhewed, that not only all men, who are Gods 
molt excellent earthly Creatures, bur alio that all things, both uw 
Heaven and in earthyare by the blood of his crofſe, reconciled to God? 
himſeife, by and in him, and that all men are not only gathered toge- 
ther,bur are alſo reconciledly gathered rogether in Chritt to God;even- 
in him,3s inthoſfe Texts being compared is manifeſt, . | 
Thus for in{tance, I have given you a little notice, how that the 
application of theſeand {uh like words and expreffions of Scriprure, 
hath been,and are by ſcholaſticall gloſles, too ofren drawn away from: 
the true meaning of the Holy Ghoſt, in holy writ, which abaſe- hath-. 
very-much dazled the jndgements of the Chriſtiatn world, 
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The ninth Diſtinftion doth d ſcover what thoſe ſins were, which ave az- 
comnted in Scripture, to have been the ſinnes againſt the Father, and 
that thoſe innes alſry were the ſame ſins, which in Scripture arc called 
the fianes of the whole world, and that they are all forgiven in and 


b; Chriſt. 


Hey were thoſe {ins that were tranigreſſions againſt the firft Te- 

tament, for the releaſe of which, to all men, Chritt- ſuffered 
death, Heb, 9. 15. Rom, 5.20, Thele fins by Adams fail, would 
have brought in aneternall ſeparation ot all men, from Gods blefled 
preſen-e, and from their off-ipring pro.eedingfrom one man, they are 
called thetin of the worid, which tin, rhe Lamb of Gerd taketh away, 
John 1. 29. and by their origmnall over-ſpreading leprofie, into all 
mankindes natures, they are called the fins of the whole wor'd ; tor 
which Gns alſo, Chriſt is thepropitiation, John n, 29, Thele {:ns were 
againlt God the Father, having no in-arnation with mankinds hu- 
manenature ; wheretore thoſe {ms conid not be forgiven, without that 
valuab!eſarisfa&ion made by Chriſt, therefore out of his love to man- 
kinde, God the Father was  Chrift reconciling the world wnto himſelfe, 
not impating thoſe the worlas ſins unto them, but laid npon him(his Son) 
the iniquity of us all, Iſt, 53,6, This was repreſented unto us, by the 
ſcape-Goat, on which, not onlyſome, bur all the fins of the children 
of Iirael werechen put, and on him ſent away with that goat, unto a 
 Landnet :ohabited; eveninto the Wilderneſle, Lev, 16, 22, orLand 
of 6blivion 3 this ſignificant rype, being compared with the large ef- 
ficacy of Chriſt the Lamb, offered withont blemiſh, Lev. 23, 12.doth 
fignitie ro usz . that the Fathers juflice was {atisfied for thoſe fins that 
-were againſt him, atthe time of his accounting and accepting of the 
Lamb as:if flaine, and his;pretious blood as it ſhed, which was by 
the Fathers. fore-knowledge of Adams fail, timely fore-ordained and 
prepared to that very endzsirom_orbeforethe toundation of the world, 
x Pec..1. #8, 19, 20: ; Rev, 13. 8. Therefore confdering thar the firft 
Teſtament or Fathers Law, wntrenin Tables of tone with his finger, 
on Mount Sizai,, Exod. 31.18, is blotted ourfor alimen, and there- 
with theft death aboaſhed for.the berefir- of all mankinde, as is 
proved they areihmy 4and 5 DiflinRions,. 'Weare'nor to conceive, 
thar there c re any fins remauuyg inthe wor.d> which are accounted 
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fynes againſt the Father, never ſince God then vizcually applyed Ke 
Lambs blood, as atimely antidote to expellthe poiſon of thoſe linnes, 
even at Adams fall, 

Though indeed it we look npon the union of the God-head, the 
leaſt fnne isoffeniive to all the Trinity as united, wherefore though 
all fins, except the ſin again the Holy Ghoſt, are ever fince the fall, 
accounted to be direRly againſt him the Son of man,as diftin& inthe 
Trinity, all pawer being given ts him in heaven and inearth Mat 28.18, 
fo that the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed all judgement te 
the Serne, Tohn 5. 22, yet 1n his reſpect to honour the Father, he ex- 
horesmento pray to the Father for forgivenelle of ſins.that the Fathor 
may be ghrifi:d in the Soune, Ioka 14,13. 

Thus we are tavght by Scripture, that the fins againſt the Father, 
were thoſe fins which were againſt the firſt Teſtament, Heb. 9, 15. 
Roy, 5. 2c, 21, theerernall puniſhment of which, is aboliſhed for all 
men, evenat thefall of Adam, or at the yery entrance of thoſe fins,. 
forifthere had been the leaſt vacarion, or intervallum, berwixt thoſe 
{nnes then ated by Adam, and rhe vertuall application of Chriſtthe 
Lambs blood, then tho'e fins againſt the Father, by the equity of his: 
Juſtice, being unſatisfied inthatrime of vacation, would have juſtly 
diſſolved the earth, and all the mhabitanrs thereof; as appeareth by: 
Dzvids ſpeech in the behalfe of Chriſt, Pſz. 35. 3. and by Iſaiah his 
affirmation of Chriſt, 1ſ-, 49. 8. and by his admiration at that pre” 
ſervation, Iſa, 26,18. ſee alſo Heb.1, 3, Bur thoſe fins being all by 
the Father remitted, as beforeiad,they are ſaid to benor fins that are, 
bur ſins paſt, Rom.

in and by whi:h, ſome men doe periſh eternally. by their own wil-. 
full peraſting in reb2liion again.t the gratious diRites of the Holy 
Gho{, being God al o, havinz no incarnation with mankind; hu-- 
mane nature : Yet note ſcrioully, .that the Scripturedoth no where, 
neither mentionnor intimates any third death appropriated to be the- 
executioner for mens tranicriſhons agiinfſt Chritt the Sonne, or Son of 
manzhavinga fraternallin-atnation with m:nkinds humane nature, fin: 


excepted, 

om thie pa;pable filen:e of the S:ripture 1n thispointy and its a- 
crcing'o amiably wichthe Texts hereafter cited; we may ſafely con- 
Gude that there 13 no eternall death ar-all appropriated, for the tranſ-. 
oreſhon3 againt him the Sonne of man, 

And not only ſo. bnt as he hark freed all mentor ever, from the 
dayger of the ctcrnaliſiing of the firſt death, dve for the tramigreſſions 
againſt the firit Teitament; and ſo againſithe Father,: as 13 before pro- 
ied, in DiſtinRion 5. Even ſo hedoth out of his love to all men, his 
brethren inthe fleſh, ſo ſtrongly aſſit a'lmankird?,as1s proved inmy 
45,6 and 7 Diſiinftions,thatthereby intheir wel ulage of that means, 
t1ey might eſcape the eternall danger of the {e:ond death, which is in- 
fliced for the finnes againſt the Ho:y Ghoſt, Nay lus Ire reſts not 
here neither, ſor arhough he doth untentiomily-in hinvelfe for good: 
cnd3 for men, corre& them, afflit or chaſliie them, and permit the 
temporall death ro have dominion overthem, which may be called 
temporall puniſhments, alſo intended of Gods part for good ends, 
and utes ſor men ; yet hehath promiſed con-erning eternu] puniſh- 
ment, that as there 15nodeath appropriated for the trangreflions a- 
eainft him the Sonne ofman, even fo according!y he hath affirmed, 
that verily all fmnes ſhall be forgiv:n unto the ſonnes of men, and blaſphe- 
mies wherewith ſorver they ſhall blaſphenee, or wh-ſ1ever ſpeaketh a 
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word :gainſt the Sonne of man, it (hall be forgiven him, but whoſoever 
ſpeaketh againſt, or blaſphemeth againſt the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall net be 
Eratves him) neith:r in this world, nor in the worldto comz, compare 
My, 12,31, 32, with Mark, 3, 28, for as all power and proceeding 
in judgement is given unto him, as1s proved therein, and as he hath 
bought all men of God by theprice of his pretious blood paid, as is 
proved inmy 8 Diſtin&ion, even bought them that do deny him, the 
Lord that bought them,1 Pet,2, 21, Yet by the vertue of his power, 
purchaſed by God the Fathers ſortimely accepting of his blood, as is 
thedat Ad:ms fa'l, as beiorelaid, hehach been, and is inveſted with 
power, to forgive all the fins that have. been ated by any man, erer 
ſincethetime of 44:m:s fall, or ſhall be to the ends of the word, ex- 
cept ſuch of them as do by wilſull peclifting in unbelcete, prove to be- 
come fins a gainſt the Holy Ghoſt, 

| And therefrom hedoth, as confideringthat men are ignorant ofchat 
h15 power, uſe, means, to heale that their ignorance, thar the world 
may know, that the Sonne of manhath power to forgive ſunnes 1pon earth, 
as 1n at, 9, 6, Mark 2, 10, Lake 5.24. And although indeed, the 
aforeſaid finnes againſt God the Father, he having no incarnation 
with fleſh and blood, could not be forgiven wichour fatisfation 
made to his juflice, and although for the finnes committed againſt che 
Holy Ghoſt, being God allo, having no in-arnation with humane 
nature, there isno ranſome or propitation provided, norcanb2, gy 
or by,aty man expected forpardon thereof becauſe Chriſt dieth no n2ores 
ard death hath no more dominion over himy Rom. 6. 9. Yet our Saviour - 
Chriſt, though he be God alſo, yet being therewith the Sonne ot. 
man byan Incarnation with humane Nature, .inexcepted, _ 

He hath power to forgive, and doth forgive, as aforelaid, as the 
aforeſaid fins of allmen, as againſt himlelfe, wichout any oblation,ſa- 
cTifice, atonement or propitiation made, to him the Sorne of man, 
and from thence he exhorteth all men ſo largely, often, and freely, to 
forgive oneanother their treipaſſes, as appeareth Mar.,s, 21,22, and 
m the prayer he raught his Diſciples, and in Lakg 17, 4, Thus we 
finde, that all the fins thathave been, are, or are to be ated byany 
man, or a!l men, ever fince God the Fathers virtually applying at 
Adams tall, the effe&s ct Chriſts blood ſhed .or all mens fins: | 

And from that timennto the end of the world, ſinnes againſt Chrift 
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2re all as concerning everlaſting puniſhment, all ſorgiven to all the 
ſonnes of men, excepting on'y our Saviour Chriſts former own excep- 
tion, concerning thoſe of them finnes, whi.h are by ſome men them- 
ſel.es, rebelliouſly tran:formed into the f{:nnes againſt rhe Holy 
Ghoſt, by their perafiing ob{tinatelyand witfully in unbeleete, againit 
the holy ſpirits gratious tea:hings, which are alwaies by grace annex- 
ed in due ſalon to our Saviours iniiyhtning all men to effeRually, as is 
proved in my 6and 7, Dillinctions, 


T he elzventh D.ft:uion ſheweth what thoſ: ſins are, which in Scripture 
are acconntcd to be [innes againſt the Holy GhoFt,2nd that theyſhall ne- 
ver be frroivin, neither in this world, nor in the world to come, and 
the conſe why, whereby the ſecond d::th is diſcovered alſo, 


Berce herein, conſidering that Chriſtdoth inlightea every many 
char: commeth into the worid, io that (no fewer than) all men 
through him might beleev?y, Font, 7,9, And allo that in obedience 
ro his Fathers wLl,he doth bring all men untothe kn: wledge of the truth, 
accordingto 1 Tim, 2.4, asis largely proved inmy6.and 7 DiginCti- 
ons, And conſidering therewith, that the Apottle abſolutely affir- 
meth, tht rf we frame wilfally afcer we have received the knowledge of 
the truth,thererema meth no more ſacrifice for ſins, Uut a ceriain fearf . 
'* Whine for of jrdrementy ard firry indignation, which ſhall dwour the ad- 
-rſaries, Heb,10.,26,27 'o thateffett, Heb, 6, 5,6, From hence we 
ſee proved, that tho'e fines which are ſinnes againſt the Holy Ghoſt, 
are the ſinnes which ſome men doe commit againit the Haly Ghoſts 
reachings, after they are by Chriſt in dne ſeaſon inivghtned, and after 
they arc heiped to the knowledge otthe truth, and whereas thoſe fins 
are by Chriſt, ſaid ro be unpardonable, as in Ma, 12,13, I fird the 
cauſe t9 be, firſt, in reſpect that they are ſinnes againſt the ſecond 
Covenant, being the Covenant of grace ; ſecondiy, that they areſins.

bur by one,who though beings God, and one in Union in the Trim- ' 
ty, 15 madecapable to ſuffer death, by taking upon him humane na-

And fourthly, ro concludethis canſe, Ifinde, that although Chriſt 
beinsſo made Capable to ſuffer death, did dyeto fatisfie God the Fa- 
thers juſti:e, furthe fins which asan vnrefiftible violent innndarton 
overwhelmed all 4d:mspolerity (though ſinners in the ſeed) for fins 
by him acted, withourthe perionall conſent, much leffe aQtuall per- 
formance, of any one of them, to preſerving all men from the cur'e 
of the L1w and hrit death, die io: the tranigrefſtons againt that Law?

From -hence proceeds the irrecoverable eternal fearfull condition- 
of\uch Tranfgreffors, openiy diſcovered in theſe few words of Scrip- -/ 
ture, where it 1s ſa1a, that without ſhedding of blood ts no remiſſion, 
Heb. 9.22, andbyitsaftirming withall, chat Chrift being raiſed from 
the d:ad dycth no more (and that) d:ath hath no more dominion ov:y him, 
Row. 6, 9. From which cauſe, thoſe wilu'] perfiſting tranſgreſſors of 
the ſecond Covenant, .againſt God the Holy Ghoſt; -mnlt 1 juſtice. 
unavoidabtly periſh in the eternall ſecond death, ThusT have briefly

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On:y I dointreat you to take notice that becante our Say iour Chritt 
hathiaid char all fnnes and blajphemies ſhajl be forgiven,unto the fons 
of men, bur only the {.nnes or blaſphemies.again(t the Holy Ghoſt, 

That ſome men have cavilled at this our Sayiovrs affirmation, fay- 
ing, then all unbeleevers aQuall ins are remitted without any puniſh- 
ment, becaule in that ſence the uabeicevers doe periſh eternally, fer 
their unbelecfe only. 

They herein contrary.to S.ripture, ſeparating the aCt of unbeleete ic 
ſelfe, from the evul actions or men, or actualt Fn; of men, wiltully 
perkited in, aitec iniightenment, untill thote men prove to be of that 
{orc of men, that arecalled Goats, Aar.25. 32, 33, and of the ler- 
pentine ſeed, Gez, 15. their aRuall {ins being aifo thereby by them 
transformed into "the lame nature, by their wilſully be. omming the 
chi.dren of the Deviil, Fonz 8:44, From hence that fearfull athrma- 
tion ariſerh, that lome men aretivicedead, that were not only once 
dead, b that one mans offence, Rom. J,1I12, by the firlt deatt, bur 
chough $06 tully ter free by Chriſt, from the erernall danger of that 
frit death, and law of works, as in my 4and 5 Diſtinctions, they 
doe through their owne wiitull defaults, fall into the danger of the 
eteruall ſecond death, for their wilfull aQtuall and perſonalt periiing 
abuſe of grace, and ſo aretwaice dead ; and nor only ſo, buc plucked 
vp by the roots allo, to whom is reſerved blackeſſ, e aud darkneſſe for 
ever, Jude 12,713, This is the ſecond death ſo much mentioned in

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- antient preſident. of his, con:erning the Potter and his -Clay, plainly 
recorded ih Fey 18, From whi. h antienr S:ripture Gran:outher,' or 
l1:ely def. tiption, What is meant by the Potter and his Clay, that 
Text of Row, 9,27, is punctually derived 3 which antient exactplat- 
torme, exemplatily doth make maniieſt untoany man in all the worid, 
that dei:re to know the trath,that by the Clay on the Portrers wheel 1s 
nat meant the cenerall Creature Lump of all mankinde, confidered 
of as in one lump, out of which one_lump, Gecd takes ſome men,and 
refuies others, by his will and: power only, as ſome men have vainly 
imagined, bur-that by the ſame lump, 13' meant as in Ter, 18, the 
houſe of Iſra:ly verſe 6, or the Lump of 4 nation or a Kingdome, verſe,7, 
or the ſev:rali lumps of particalar mens perſ2ns, in their individualsyuerſ*s 
11,12, where 13 much to be ob/erved,however ſome god:y men have 
0. crlvoked this true ſen e, that though all men were made diſho- 
nourab e veſſels by Adams fall, yet that God hath bythe Graze of re-- 
lioration, madeall men honourab'e veſlels virtually in Chriſt by Chrut, 
as appeareth, that not orly all men, but all thi-gs are reconciled to Gods. 
gathered together in one inC hrift, even in him, as by Siripture 18 fully 
pro.ed inmy 20 Diſtin&tion, 2nd hath made allmen, ali Nations, or 
all families of the-earth- biefled in him, asisproved in my 21 Diflin- 
tion, and hath ſanQifed allmenjn him, as 18proved in my 22 Di- 
{.inftion, .and hath by recon. ilins the wor:d unto himſelte in him, 
by non-impuration ot the worlds-t:nnes unto them, julitfed all men 
1 him vercually,from all their trafereſſions againi rhe firit Teltamenr, 
as 13by Scripture proved; in my 22 Dittinttion. 

And thovgh all men by Ad ws fall, were blorted out of God3 book 
of ie, whi.h came 1n withthe Creation, yer he hath by Chriſt, writ- 
ren all men 1n hisbook of IFeagain2, which came in by Chrilts r:ſto- 
ration, as 18 by S:ripture proved in my 24 Diflindtion, 

By this means, by him , making all men horo able veſſels; 
rercually in him, though no man be 1a himlelfe, actually and per.o- 
nally recon:iled or b'efſed, or ſanctifed, or juſtified, or: doth un- 
alterably remaine written in God: reſtored book of lite, untill he be 
actually and per;onally thankfully contented with Chrilt the Porter, 
his ſo well forming him upon his reſtoring Potters wheele, anddoe 
patiently abide inthankfullbeiceving, and becauſe allmen are unabl: 
to beleeve by nature, therefore he enablerh all mento beleeve, as is 
proved in my.&DiftinRion, primarily intending to preſerve all men-

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on his Potters wheele of reſtoration, that they bring ſo by grace ih- 
abled, might by their comp! 1nce to his we:l-formivg hand thereon, 
be {o facre honourable vellels, as to be eternally ſaved,” as is by holy 
writ fully proved, in my © and 7 Diſtin&ions, which I doe intreac 
you to perute, Thus it evidently appeareth, that God is ſo farre from 
mating any peop.e,'Nation, Kingdome, or particular perion, betore 
they peruſtingly doc matrre themſelves, as that on his part, his ten- 
der care is fo great over every one of them, leſt they ſhould, contrary 
co his gratious prime intention, marre themlelves under his gratious 
hand, upon his Potters wheeic, and fo by cheir rebellion, provoke 
him their grations intending and inabiing Potter, juſtly co make of 
chem the ſame particular lumps or pertions, diſhonourcable veſſels; th:c 
co prevent their marring themſelves, -he by his ſpirit gratioully ſends 
his Prophets, Apoliles, and Word, and Miniſters, and glorious crea- 
tures throughout the world, DintinRion 6 and 7, as he did his ſer- 
vant /eremyznot only-to that Nation in generay,but alſo ro every one 
ofthem to perlwadeevery one ot them to turn from their ei1l waies; 
bur thoſe perlens (the fimilizedclay) ſaid, we will walk, after onr cvill 
deviſes, and we will cvery one (note) every one doe the imagination of his 
evill heart, as thoſe that refuſed to hearkeny and did ftop their ears at the 
grations counſels of God, and (not God by reprobation, bur they them- 
ielves) doe moke their hearts as an ad:mant ſtone, leſt they ſhould heare 
the Law, and the words which the Lord of Hoſts hath ſent in his ſpirit, 
Zech,7, 12. to theſe perſiſting rebelliobs people, Thus finding fault with 
God, not for his making them diſhonourable veſſels firſt, as ſome 
men have vainly imagined, but for finding fault for themlelves, 
with Gods care over them, and good means uied with them ; as 4- 
dam did once for all men, by their, in effet, ſaying to him that ſo well 
formed them, why haft thou made me thus? yet no doubr God doth 
tor gratious reproving ends put men into many hard affliQions and 
conditions, which ſomemen by making a wrong uſe thereof, doe re- 
belliouſly Aruegle againſt Gcodzand do wrongfully caarge him to have 
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made them diſhonourable veſſels, even in the time of his mercifull 
chaſtiſfements, to purge and refine them, Such men the Apoſtle doth 
adviſe to take heed as Jeremy had done, for example to the Jewes, 
for feare, that though God hath made them honourable veſſels, ver- 
rually in his Son, as in my 20, 21, 22, 23, 24 DiſtinMtons : Yet for 
their reſiſting or finding tault with the well-forming hand of their _ 
: J 
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ker, as Adam did; he doth then, and not ill then, juſtly make of 
choſe lumps of particular mens perſons, diſhonourable veſſels, 

Which truth is fully and particularly maintained in rhis ſence, 
in that antient patterne of the Potter and: his Clay, in Jer, 18. 
And herein I dointreat youto note.that if the ſame lump herein men- 
tioned, be taken for the whole lump of Mankinde, then behold how 
injurious that ſen.e1s, both ro God and man; ſor from thence rhey 
fay (though Ipaſle by mens grofle(t apphcation) thar God foreſeeipg 
all men, or that whoie lump to be polluted with fn by Adams fall, 
that God by his prerogative royall power, andabſolute will only, did 
then by pretcrition, paſle by or d1d decree, to leave ſomemen wirth= 
out any hope of effectuall means, whereby they might recover them- 
telves our of the ſnare of the Devill, ro which theyare exhorted, 2 
Tim, 2,26, or effetuall meanz intended on Gods part, whereby 
they in their well uſage thereof, might attaine unto erefhall falya= 
tion, 

Whereto conl.dering, that God to leaving off ſome men, .muſt - 
needs bear that very time, when the other part of men were by him 
choſen, into his erernall favour, which rime 1s ſaid in Scripture to be 
before the foundation of the world, Eph, 1, 4, Note at that time 
thoſe men then ſuppoſed to be reprobued, were then as holy as 
thoſe that were cholen, Therefore it is ſaid. they rwere predeſtinated, 
ver. 5. and his predeilination 1s according as he doth foreknow that 
his, by him inabled Creatures, willbe beleevers, as in DiftinQtion 17, 
Thus you will fnderthar preterition, to be no other than a diſguiſed 
decreed reprobation, of {ome patt of Adams poſterity; for fore-leen 
fns of theirs, which they in their future generations, ſhall be una- 
voidably inforced to commit originally byſfnorher mans defaulr : 
whereas God dorh with indignation, uttertyMiclaime and reprove 
that abulive taxation, and alto renounceth rhe taking ofany ſuch un- 
juſt advantage againſt his poor creatures : and though throughout his 
word he affirmeth, that he aRually forſaketh no man firſt, as 1s fully 
proved inmy 16 Diſtin&ion; Yer fay they,” that this decree pafled 
on them) even betore thoſe his poor creatures had obtained a perſo- 
nall being, for they wereall then unborne ; and therefore then could 
not ſo much as give actual] conſent to, much lefle perſonally at any 
waies 1 Adams tranſereſfſion, which was the originall in'er offn; but 


what noiſomeſoile this unſhapentenent, doth caſt npon che perfect 
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pe.fection of our jult God, fairhiull Creator, and all his holyattri- 
bures? for adetermination therein, I doe chearfully appeal to Gods 
owne lentence, therein given for vindi-ation of his unſpotred impar- 
riality, proclaimedin Ezek, 18, 1,233, 1 Chron,28.9, 2Chros,15,2, 
2 Chron 24.20, As 10, 34, Pſal, 145, 9.Mans finning in the ſeed in 
Adam, 1s not counted to be actuall or perionall fnne,jee this proved, 
Kom, 9,11, : | ; 

Bur now beloved, it we on the contrary part agreeable with Jer, 
18,19, From when:e R294, 9.21, hath its lively nouriſhment, con- 
cerfins the Potrer and his Ciay, and doe accordingly to thoſe Texts 
take the ſame lump therein mentioned,ro be the particular lump of a 
Kingdom, Nation, City, Towne, or patticular perſon, tormerly 
put into a good condition vertually in Chriſt, as is proved in my 1 
and 2 and 21 and 22 and 23 Diſtinctions, And that God though he 
doth creatE the evill ofpuniſhment,as men by naturall light account ir, 
for their doing exilly, and thus fitting of themlelves ro be made veſſels 
of wrath, as in ver, 32, yet that he neither doth, nor indeed can 
make any evill veſſels,or originally diſhonorable veſſels, without reſpe&' 
to ſinne firſt ated perſonally by man; for it is thereto affirmed, that 
they procured thetr evill ro themſelves, not becauſe God forſook 
chem firſt, or before 4d: polterity had aCtually or perſonally finned, 
as is Cleared in Jer, 2.18, 19, and largely in the latter end of my 16 
Diſtin&ion before mentioned bur for that they forſookethe Lord their 
God, Fer. 2. 17. firit, and that actually alſo, as is faid to the ſame 
effe&, ler. 5.19. and 18, 4, Now when men, though formerly ſo 
wellformed and inlightrned, have marred themielves upon his gratious 
Intending Potters wheele, by their owne wiltull periiſting in refiſtance 
againlt grace, and findihgfavit with his good forme pur on them;Then 
God may juſtly of the very ſame Jump of every one, tuck particular 
perſon make diſhonorable veſſels: Here to take notice what God ſaith 
3nthis verypoint, to thoſe peop'e, the fimilized Clay, typically re- 
preſenting every mans condition in this caute, as is proved in my 2 
Diſtintion, where he affirmeth, 

. T had (for my part) planted thee a noble viaeewholly a right ſeed, how 
then art thou turnedinto the degenerate plant of a ſtrange vine unto me?

Thus the honour of God, and all his fioly attributes united, 1s pre- 
ſerved, rhe rormemors of ihe Text confuted; thus 15 ſheyed, that no

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man, though by God madea diſhonourable veſſell, 1s wronged, and 
the amiable agreement of the Scripture is confirmed, 


The thirteenth Diftinftion, wierein the miſtakes of ſome men, concer- 
ning Gods dealing with Jacob and Eſau, is laid open, 


Erein note, that becauſe God ſaith, for the children being not yet 

born, either having done any goodor evill, that the purpoſe of God 
according t1 eleftion might ſtand, not of works, tut of him that calteth ; 
it was ſaidunto her, the elder ſhall ſerve the younger» Rom, 9, 11 12.13, 
From this Text, ſome men, to maintaine that Gods abſoJuce will, 
and prerogative power, is the only originall caule of ele&ion and re- 
reprobation, have con -luded, that God did love [acob, and repro- 
batingly hated Eſzx, before either [acob or Eſ:x were born, or had 
done either good orevill ; which affirmation is by that very Text it 
ſelfe, proved falſe; for Iam very :confident that no man will affirme 
that, becauſe God faid, the elder (hill ſerve the younger ; that thispro- 
veth.that God hated theelder toeternall deſtruMion as they conceive, 
no doubt but rh'at God might declare that fuch aſfervitude was to 
come, and yer not ſo hate the elder, 

Therefore obſerve how this Text hath been miſtaken;for accor- 
dingly, as the Text declares Gods word to Rebecca their mother, be- 
fore they were born,. to be no expreſle indignation of God, bur only

"This ſervitude was all the hatred that God ipake of concern'ngE- 
ſan, at any time before he was born; andas for thoſe tollowing ex- 
prefſions inwver, 13, where it isſaid, as it is written, Jacob have [ lo- 
wed, and Eau have I hated 3 which words are brought forth by 
ſome men, Goliath-like, ro maintaine that God doth reprobate ſome 
men, byhis meer prerogative will and power only, Bnt1 pray yon be- 
loved obſerve, what irength is in that ſuppoſition 3 forſome men have 
conceived, that God did ipeak thoſe words, to ſer forth his decreed 
intention concerning ſacob and Eſau beforethey were born; whereas 
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in truth, God did' not apply thoſe words to either of them before 
'they were born, but are words which God {pake to the Prophet 
HMalachy, Mal.1,2, many hundred of years after [.:cob and Eſau were 
bornz in which long ſpace of time,God had a tull provfe of Eſaxs attu- 
all malice againſt his bother Izcob, and of Eſaus prophaneneſle in his 
fel.ing his birth-right, and of the manifold perionall injuries, that 
Eſaus polierity, inthar long time, had delpirefully ated againſt the 
of-iprivs of aro, as amongit othcr things, appeareth in Naz, 20, 
17, O64. 1, and 21, and other places, Then, and not while then, 
God after his {o long experience of Eſa and his polterities actuall and 
perſonall eviil behay1our, both againſt himſelte and: his people, he 
putreth the queſtion to 2alachs, faying, was not Elan Jacobs brother, 
yet Þ lowed Jacob, zid hated Eſau; and laid his monitaines and his 
peritage waſtes Atl, he but why ſo? was it becauſe Gad by 
preterition hadleit him firſt, without any hope of ſavipg means, or 
had, as theſe peopie con.eive,: reprobated him before he was born, or 
before he had done good or evill ? no ſuch matter; bur ſaith !God, 
becauſe of his hatred and (hedging the bloodof the children of Iſrael, Exe, 
35. 5. Hereby fenifying fo the Jewes, that as Eſaus wickedneſle 
could not eſcape puniſhment by his being brother to [acob, who was 
ſo wel beloxediſo their wickednefle could not be ſhelrred from puniſh- 
ment) by their glorying we have Abraham toour Father: fo atleaſt 
reſting in the Covenant of works, as the Apolile. inſtanceth in that 
 ſame,Rom.g.7,8,11,hereby you may ſee, how far diſtant God was off 
to hate Eſaras eternally deltruQive,hefore he was born, or had done 
good orevill, ; Cs : 
Againe, the Scripture fully confuterh. that aforeſaid renent; for 
whereas yourake Gods being ſaid .to hate Eſax, to beno lefle then 
eternall reprobation or preterition, the Scripture divers times ren- 
ders hatred; to be bur alefſer degree of love, as amongtt other places, 
plainly appears,by comparing Ge. 29, 50.with the next verie following, 
and by comparing Lyuke 14. 26,with Mar.10.37,And to applythis to 
Eſaus condition. you may ſee, thatnotwithitanding, that his inve- 
terate eternally deſtructive hatred to Eſau, which-you without any 
orounds imagine, yer. out of his tender.care to Eſas, and his poſte- 
rity, even after they had perſonally rebelled; yer hc gave ſpeciall 
Charge to Moſes in his march towards Canaan, that they ſhould nor 
wrong.no, not ſo muchas any wayes provoke the children of Eſar in 
their poſieſhons, Dext, 2, 4» 8, " There- 
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Therefore that falſe ſurmiſe, -that God dideverlaſtingly diftrntive- - 
ly hate Eſza before he.was born, fo that thereby, he couldnort aRual- 
ly or perionally doe any good, doth prove utterly fallacious ; for 

Ou Cannor- prove that God actually farlaketh any one man firſt, 
Cine they actually forſake him, for the Scripture frequently maintai- 
neth the centrary.as is by S ripturefully proved in my laſt and 16 Di- 
finctions, 

Then thereto con{idering, that.the.Text, Rom. 9, 11, 12, doth in- 
no ſort expreſle any everiaſting hatred, but oniy anearthly remporall 
{r.itude, which 1s all the hatred concerning Eſa, that ever God 
ſpake of at any time, to any perlon, as before Jacob and Eſax wete. 
born, and that the Scripture uſeth rhe. word hate or hatred, when. 
meaning a leſſer degree of tove only, as is herein proved, 

And that God nevermentioned any fort of hatred towards Eſa, 
by the name of hatred, no, not ſo much as ih temporall effets, un- 
Lill God ſpake of it to Malachi, Mal. 1, afterhe had many hundred. 
years of experience of Eſaus perſonalland atuall malice and prophane- 
neſſe, and of his poſterities actuall tyrannicall dealings with Jacobs. 
poſterity ; as alſo in Obad.. And conſidering that accordingly theeleRi- 
on reſerved for Facob, in that very Text mentioned, extends no fur- 
_ ther inthe utmolt effe&s, bur to an earthly temporall ſuperiority over, 

Eſa, or his poſterity 3 and alſo, rthatthe jurmiled reprobation wre- 
fted from Row, 9, 11,13, 1s In that very text declared by the. Holy 
Ghoſt, tobe inthe utmolt effects, - but an-earthly,and ſo a temporall 
ſervitude of Eſa. to Facob 3 and alſo confidering that God p:edefti- 
nates orrejecteth men,according to his fore-knowledge of mens qua-- 
lifications, arifing from theirwell, or evill perſonall actingsin the abi-. 
lity by grace given them in the common ſalvation, as 1s proved he.

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The fourteenth Diftin#ion, where ſome mens miſconſtruftions, are diſ- 
covered concerning that Text, where it is ſaid, So then it is not of 
him that willeth, nor of himthat cunneth, but in God that ſheweth 
mercy, Rom.

Rom this Text ſome menhave conceived, that God by an Almigh- 
ty power, by his ſhewing mercy, over-powreth tome men, meer- 
ly looking uponthem as Creatures only, ſo that thoſe perſons, neither 
ſhall, nor can avoid it, bur they ſhall eternally be {aved, whereas 
the Text ſhewerh, that it is not in any mans naturall running cr 
willing, bur only in Gods mercy, who in mercy by Chrilt, to fatisfie 
juſtice, hath provided a way whereby he may thew mercy to man- 
kinde, and by him then dorh in mercy by an Almighty power in a 
commondſalvation, compel all ro receive abilicy in themlelves by in- 
franchilemenr of their will, rhar thereby, intheir well ulage ofthat abi- 
liry,ſo by Gods mercy freely given them.they may obrain erernall life, 
as isproved in my 6 and 7 DiftinRtions, | 
Hereto in the firlt placez weare to take notice, thar no one meer 
man can, will, or ranne acceptable in Geds accompt, any wile ten- 
ding to eternall ſalvation, as heis naturally deſcended from polluted 
Adams loines; for on the contrary, in him the will and affe&tion: 
being ruled by the naturall athanically deluded judgement, doth fol- 
low the wiſedome ofthe world, which is ſo farre from Gods impy: 
cation of righteouſneſle thereto, that the wiſdome of this world is foo- 
_ e with God, 1, Cor, 3,19. and enmity with God, James 4,4, in 
this ſenſe it is impoſſible that impuration of righteouineſle, ſhould be 
ſetled upon him, that ſo willeth or runneth, how induftrions ſoever

Rand? Pſ4,130, 3, And this was ſpoken bya beleever, to beleeyers, 
ſaying, if we ſay we have no ſinnez we deceive our ſelves, and the truth 
is notinus, 1 John 1, 8, Therefore even in the very beleevers, ſalva- 
tion alſo is not of him that willeth, nor in him that runneth, bur in- 
God only that ſhewerh mercy, as before, Firitzin providing a way in 
mercy by Chriſt to doe ſo, by his pacifying the Fathers juftice., Se- 
condly, as before, by giving ability to all men, Thirdly, by paſſing by 
. the imperfe&ions even ofabidirg beleevers by free mercy, Fourrhly, 
by his free-mercy manifefied by his giving of his Sonne, to, and for 
mankinde, not only in all theſe and the like, butalſo therefrom-etta- 
b.iſhing abiding beleervers,in the ipeciallſalvationindueſeaſon,though;

themſelves ungodly, yet Godis pleaſed, according to the ſecond Co- 
venant by his- tree mercy ettabuſhed, to impute 1righteouſneſle ro 
theſe men, that doe beleeve in him that jullifieth the ungodly, Row. 4, 
5. And lo heceinis not the leaſt rin&ture of any cauſe, why: any ſuch, 
by impuration accepred beleever, ſhould boaſt or glcry before God, 
otherwile than inthe living ule of his abundant mercy. 
Becauſe thoſe beleevers caynot bur know, and allo faithfully con-

on ſoever that God hath in his owne word, by his one will ſo pub-

Yet that he hath as you conceive,in effe& inthis text declared.that 
his ſecret mentall reſerve, isto proceed by his power and will only, to 
harden ſome men to eternall de{iru&ion, without any reſpe& of their 
acuall and perſonall diſobedience againſt the Goſpel|-Covenant, 
thovghſo propounded to them by himielfe.

will have mercy on:whom he will have mercy, and whom he will he hard-

Ome men have applyed theſe words, where it is ſaid, avd whom he 
will he hard:neth, Rom.9, 18, as if God by his abſolute preroga- 
tive wildoth harden ſome mens hearts, withour any regard of their 
hardning their owne hearts firſt, and chey doe actempt to prove that 
their ſurmizedrenent, by their bringing in Gods hardning of Phara- 
ohs heart, Exod. 4.21, as they ſuppoſe, nor in reſpe& of Pharaohs 
hardning his hearr firit, to be the moving caule of God thereto;there« 
in they,though being Chriſtians, and intruſted with, his word, yer Ul 
requiting Gods loving kindnefle, by making advantage of a wrong 
ſence thereof, which makes againſt his impartiality, and will not on 
his part therein, take notice ofthe true procuring cauſe of. Pharaohs 
mulery, where itis faid, that Pharaoh hardned his owne heart, Exod. 8. 
I5, neither doe they on:e own, but rather conceale Pharaohsproud 
blaſphemous anſwer, given ro Gods meſſage, which was firſt of all de- 
livered by Msſesand Aaron to himyin a peaceable —__ prevaile with 
him, Exod, 5, 15. nor of this eyranaiciiiicaling with his people, be- 
fore that meſſage was delivered unto him, nor of his multiplying af- 
flitions upon his people, after that firſt meſſage from wer, 6, ro ver. 
x1, Neither haverhey on Gods fide ſhewed, that Pharaoh hardned 
his heart againe, Exod,8$, 32,nor that Pharaoh finned yet more, and 
hardned his hearr, he and his ſervants, Exed. 9. 34. 

Butbehold yee Chriſtians, thar rhus in effect doe maintaine, that 
God is thecompulſive author of fin and rebellion inſome men, even 
againft himſelte, and be ye aſtoniſhed 3 for behold, the very Heathen 
Idolatrous Philiftines, that even their Idolatrons Prieſts andDiviners, 
did to provoke the people, to ſend ſpeedily away the Ark of God

Gods extention of mercy to mankinde, yet to dray neerer to our own 
condition, we finden our Types, that though God did fore-know, 
| That 
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that the people of the Jews, would in future forſake him, and har- 
den the ic hearts againſt him, even unto the height of Idolatry, and 
told Moſes fo; yet it 1s very obſervable, that God on his part, in 
love, uled preventing means with them, by his word declared, and 
daily mercies extended unto themzand did not forſake them.unrill the 
very time, or that very day, as the Text faith, jn which they actually 
foriook him firſt, Dext. 31,16, 17318, 

And herero you cannot chooſe but know, that throughout the 
S:riptures that although God doth foreknow, what men will in fy- 
cure doe, yet he neither beftowes his rewards, except inabling ones, 
nor actually executes his judgements, except gratious teaching ones, 
untill che very time that men are either actually obedient, or perſi- 
ſingly and actually ditobedient to the Golpell Covenant ; belides, 
co conclude this point, I intreat you to beare in minde, what blaſ- 
phemous deſperate reiolutions, and fearfull effeCts, this their renent 
may and often doth, beget inthe hearts of men,thus delufively to tell 
them, that God by his power and will only, doth harden all mens 
hearts firſt, that ever hardned, whether.chey doehardenheir owne 


hearts firſt, or nor, 


The ſeventeenth Diſtinftion is, to reftifie ſome mens miſtakes of that 
Text, where it is ſaid, For whom he did fore-know, he alto did 
predeſtinate, Row. 8.29. and of that Text, where it is ſaid, ele& 
according to thefore-knowledge of God, 1 Per, 1, 2, | 


Oncerning theſe Texts, we are to obſerve, that the very Cohe- 
rence of theſe words, Row. 8, 29, doth lead us to take norice of 
ſomething before ſpoken, to be the cauſe of Gods predeſtinating, ac- 
cordirgto his fore-knowledge, and looking back but tothe very next 
vere, we finde. that the Apoſtle affirmeth to, and for thoſe Roman 
Saints, ſaying, we know that all things work together for the beſt, unto 
them that love God,. ver, 28, And therefore ſrom theſe words, letus 
conſider whar-the objeCt is upon which his foreknowledse doth fa- 
ſten, by which he doth predeſtinate; if you ſay that God predeſti- 
nates only-ſome-men meeriy, as Creatures, then his power and will ſo 
inordinately exalted, without his other holy atcribures ,annexed, , will 
render all his Golpell-condirions, which are in point of acceptation, 


required to be perjormed of all men, 4s 17, 3o, to be abſurd and 
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ridiculous 3 what ſhall we ſay then ? ſhall we ſay that his predeftina- 
rion pro:eedeth,accordingly as men are of more-noble Parentage then 
ſome other? nozthele are denyed, 1 Corinthias 1, 26, James 2, 1, 
3. 

What thenz1s 1t in reſpect of Gods tore-knowledge of ſome men, 
as bred up in tie molt famous Kingdomes or Nations ? no, for in this 
very relpect, Peter ſaith, that God is no reſpeiter of perſons, Atts ko, 
34. What then ſhall we ſay, that God predeſtinates according to his 
fore-knowledge of tome mens qualifications, in fearing God, and 
working righteouſneſle (by their well ating in their infran. hiſement?) 
rothis the Scriptureanſwererth cheartully, yes ; for in this relpect, Pe- 
rerablolutely concludeth, even with admiration, laying, of a truth 
{ perceive,that God is no reſpetter of perſ»ns, but in every Nation,he that 
feareth him, and worketh righteonſn« ſe, is accepted of him, - 4s 10, 
34, 35. andas forthe tranſcendent benefits, that proceed from thar 
his foreknowing men, we have them expreſly related in the 29, 3o, 
verſes, Roy, 8, to be in relation to ſuch lovers of God, leadinely 
ſer ferth in the 18 verſe preceding inthe very ſame Chapter. 

Thus we finde, that Gods predeitination, and other gratious dil- 

enſations, doe conjunctively worke together for the beſt (it is not 
Fd ro thole whom he predettinated by his will and power only) no, 
no ſuch matter, bur untothoſerhartlove God, as the lively coherence 
of that Text, Row, 8. 28, and 29 verſ-sconfirmeth, Thoſe Ch 
lovers of God, are thoſe objects,or thole men, which are ſaid to be 
ele, according to the fore-knowledge of God, 1 Pet, 1.2. andin 
further confirmation ofthis truth, behold that Gods gratiousprede- 
Rination, proceedeth from Gods fore-knowing of mens a&uall firſt 
truſting in Chriſt, and that God doth nor aQtually ſeale men with his 
holy ſpirir of promiſe, untill after their aftuallbeleeving, 

Toprove the firſt of theſe,its ſaid, i» whom alſo we have obtein:d an 
inheritance, being pred:ſtinated, note this being predeſtinated accor- 
ding to the purpoſeot him, who worketh all things after the counſel 
of his owne will (See here what the counſel] of his will is) that 
that we ſhould beto thepraile of his glory, who firlt truſted in Chriſt, 
Eph. 1, 11512, Note this, who firit truſted in Chriſt, orthat we which 
before beleevedin Chriſt, ſhould be to thepraite of his glory, as ſome 
tranſlations render it, See allo Pſal, 4. 3, Know that the Lord hath 
ſet apart him that is godly for himſelfe,See allo John 6, 40, Hcb,6.1 p- bf 
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2 T heſ.. 1. 3545 5, So that hereby appeateth plainly, that Gods grati- 
ous predeflination of men, proceedeth from his tore-knowing them 
fr{t ro be truſters in Chrill, where the Goſpell comes, or ſuch as doe 
truſt in Gods goodneſſe only, woere the written Goſpell is nor 
ronchlafed, as 1s-proved in my 7 Diltinction, 

And as for belceving, it is.not ſaid, afier you were ſealed yee be- 
lecred, bur Yar contrary (notethis) after yee beleeved ye were ſealed 
with the ſpirit of promiſe, Eph.1.13, tor in truth, their beleevi 
eltates them to be in perſon, impurtatively in Chrift, andthey, and 
ony they, are thereby, by their toreknowne abiding in him, thoſe 
men which are choſen in him before the foundation of the worid, 
Epi, 1.4. | 

"Theie iubmiffive abiding beleerers andtruſters, are after their-aftu- - 
all and perſonalibeleeving and truſting in Chriſt, in Gods foreknow- 
ledge by him predeſiinated before time, to adoption of childrenin 
time, yer fill according to the counſell of Gods will, Eph. 1. 5. by 
Chriſt, alrhough in themſelves ungodly and undeſerying ones, as 1s 
Proved in my 14and 15 Difiin&tions, | 

Bur it may be ſome men will tay hereto, that if God doth by Chr, 
only ſer all mer $-wils free, and ſo only enable all men to beleeve, and a- 
bide in beleeving,and doth further by an almighty power,over-power 
ſome men to beleere, and to abide tn beleeving, bur then leaves it.to 
their will, as he did ro Adam ourpublick pattern. . 

Then God :t all adventure, did commit his dearely beloved Sonne 
ro ſuffer death forall men, nor being ſuxe that any one of them: wouid 
atcept of any benefit there-from, ſo thar God was not fure, that the 
elory of his mercy ſhould be magnified by any of the ſonnesof men, 
and fo you by this yourtenent in this reſpect, tay, Chritt might have 
iuFered his agonies and torments of death in vaiy, r_ 

To which 1 anſwer, thatGods merciesaforeſaid, would haye been 
magnified inall men, aithough all men had refuledir. | 

Andfor example herein, note, that eyen thole that doe refuſe that 
mercy purchated for them by Chriſt, ſhall one day bow the knee to 
him, and notonly thoſe that do beleeve in him) bur every tongue ſhah 
confeſſe (even thoſe that in this lifetime, will nor that Chrifttſhonld 
reigne over them by his ſpirit): Luke 18, 14, ſhall confeſle that: Jeſus 
Chrilt is the Lord, tothe glory of God, Phy, 2, t1.: torche(wilall} 


undelecfe of men, ſhall not make thefaith (or taithfulnefe of Gods 
1ntentions: 
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intentions towards them) without effeft, Roms. 3. 3. for God ſhall 
be jailified (of all men) when he is judged, Romans 4. 26, Pſalms 
51,4. 

Andin this point,the unrighteouſneſſe of men ſhall commend the righ- 
teouſneſſe of God, Rom, 3, 5, becaule his operations, to, tor, and in 
them, were really and gratioully intended for their (alvation, though 
they have abuted his mercy ; ms the Apoſtle co this end affirmeth, if 
wee beleeve nor, yet he abiderth faithfull, he cannot deny himlelfe, 
2 Tim, 2,13, Which Ipray obſerve: Thus wefinde, that whether 
men do make good uſe of Gods mercies ornot, which as the golden 
Scepter is holdenforth to all men, yet not only ail men, but according 
to Scripture, Luke 2,30, all the glorious Hott of Heaven, ſhall or 
will glorifie God, nor only in his juſtice, bur alſo for his faithfulneſs 
on his part,gratiouſly intended, and accordingly extended forth to all 
men or every man, 

You know beloved, that though God did tore-know, that the An- 
oels that fell, would abuſe his mer. y, yer he eſtared them in his mercy, 
and alſo inabled them to remaine therein, and he diſpoſſeſt not them 
of that bleſſed eſtare, bur it was they that kept not their firit eſtate, 
and left their own habitation, Jde 6. | 

You know alſo, that God did fore-know, that 4dam would not 
continue in his grace and goodnefle extended unto him by Creation , 
yet you ſee that God proceeded on, and did Create the world for 
Mankinds uſe, and alſo gave Adam power to keep that his firſt bleſ- 
ſedeſtate, and forſook not him, untill he forſook God firſt ; there- 
fore it isnoſtrange thing that God proceeded on, and did by Chriſts 
performances, eſtabliſh the reſtoration of all men in inabling them in 
the inward man, though he did foreknow that ſome men,though in- 
franchiſed and inabled by the reſtoration, would reje& his mercy 
purchaſed therein for them by Chrift.- Bur in further anſwer know, 
that although Adam did rebeiliouſly refute rocontinue in Gods grace 
of Creation, yet accordingly as hath been proved, thar as all menare 
inabled by Chriſt ; ſo God did fore-know, that ſome men would by 
that ability given them, by their well u:age rheieof, accepr of, and 
abide in his mercy by Chriſt procured for all, and did fore-know that 
ſome men would chearfully yield obedience to the faith, ſo thatT 
hope you ſhall nor need to be further rroubled with thar fallacious 
feare 3 thus knowing, that God runs not into any hazardin any _

ſerie herewith, that Gods toreknowledge of what mankinde the 
Creatvre willin fururedoe.puts no neceſſity upon any man 1o to doe,

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And conſidering that it is proved inmy 1 3 Diſtintion, that Ged 
doth no where ſay, that before Eſa was born, he hated Eſas with an 
erernal} hatred; bur that expreſſion of hatred, is only a recitall of 
what God did ſpeake to Malachi concerning Eſau, many hundred of 
years after Eſay was born; in which long proceſſe of cime, God had 
received long and exa& experietice, not only of Eſaw's prophaneneſſe, 
bur allo of all his perionall and his poſterities tyrannicall injurious be- 
haviour, both to himlelfe and rhe poſterity of Facob, 

And that the expreſſion of God, concerning his hatred of Eſax, 
mentionedin Mal. 1, 2,3. was butexemplary.co ſhew, that no mans 
wickednefle ſhall be ſheltred from Gods indignation, by his having 
co hs parent, or brother, or kin!man, ſuch a perſon whom God lo- 
veth, 

And that ſometimes in Scripture-phraſezhatred is but the expreſſion 
of a lefler degree of love,as there in that ſaying, the elder ſhall ſerve the

And conſidering, that Gods hatred in their ſence, as applyed ro 
mans eternall reprobation or preterition, 1s ſo defiruftively oppolite 
ro Gods owne words, that heis not willing that any ſhould periſh, 
but that all ſhould come to repentance, 2 Pet, 3,9, and that he deſires 
nor, or delichreth nor inthe death of him that dieth, b=t exvorteth 
them to turuthemſclues and live,Exch,18, 32.and that he isgoodto all,

The twentieth Diſtsn#ion ſhewethy that as all men loft their peace with 
God (by Adams fall) which al Adams poſterity had by propriety in him, 
whileſt he food, ſo all menarevertually in Chriſt, and byChrift, recon- 
ciled to God againe by reſtoration, though ſome men after their inligh- 
tenment,abuſe that grace of their reconciliation in him, and do thereby 


loſe the benefit thereof. 


Ereinto pove that reconcilation ofall men inChrift, we areto 
Hcowshs the eternall curſe ofthe Law is taken away for all men,

mſtifie the Heathen through faith, preached tefore the Goſpell unto Abra- 
fm: aying, in thee ſhall all N:tions be bleſſed according to thoſe un- 
limited promiſes, often repeated ro 4braham, Iſaac, and Jacot,rhat 
in their ſeed, no fewer thanallthe Nations, and all the Families of 
the earth ſhould be bleſſed, as you may finde in Gem, 18,18, 3, 22, 
x8, and 26, 4, 20, 14, andas that 13 verſe of Gal, 3, is ion 

enly 
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derrved from that penerall application in the 8 verſe preceding: So al- 
ſo the cauſe why Chriſt hath redeemed ſrom the curſe of the Law, is 
ſhewed (inthe 14 verle, being the very next verle following) to be 
this exprefly, . that the bleſſing of 4braham (in whoſe ſeed,as betore 
is ſhewed, that no fewer than ail Nations and all Families of the earth 
ſhall be blefled) might. come on the Gentiles through Jetus Chriſt ; 
which generallpromiſe made unto Abraham, is called the Covenant, 
which was conhrmed before in Chrift, which the Law cannotdiſanul, 
as appeareth plainly in the 15, 16, 17518 veries next following, in. the 
very ſame Chapter, as a con-Jufive contrmation of the very ſame diſ- 
courſe, which evidently proverh, that the raking away the curſe ofthe 
Law, is ſo laryge forall Nations and Families of the earth, as to bring 
in the bleſſings in Chriſt ( 4brahams ſeed) over all men, See Roms, 5, 
18, Note allo, by that his hanging on the tree he raſted death ; and 
herero the Scripture ſhews us, that thereby and thereon, he taſted 
death (for no fewer than) every man, Heb, 2, 9.. whereby his han- 
ging on the tree in thatText mentioned}he became the propuriation for: 
(no fewer fins, than) the ſins of the whole world, 1 Jobs 2, 2, being 
the Trantgreſhons againſt the firſt Teſtament, Heb, 9, 15; Rom, 5, 
20,21, 

And asthe curſe was (by his ſo being made a curſe) taken away for 
all men 3 ſoconlider, thar accordingly as its ſaid, that: he is the Sa- 
viour of (nofewer than) all men, 1 Tim, 4. 10, as is before diſcove-- 
red, Soalſo the Apoſtle affirmerh, that Chriſtdyedforall, 2 Cor 5.15, 
and from that generall ground by him there laid downe, that Chriſt 
dyed for all ; he in-purtnance of rhe ſame diſcovery, coherently gives: 
us to wit, inthe 19 verſe next following, that God was m Chriſt re- 
conciling the world unto himſelfey not imputing their treſpaſſes to them: 
Herein is cleared to open view, that by Chris being therein, the 
worlds publick man, and generall repreſentative, by his beg recon- 
Gled to God in the worlds behaFe for the world;the worldis accoun- 
red of, as teconciled to God in Chriſt, verſe 18, evenin him vertually; 
for you ſee, rhat by the worlds being ſo recontiled to God; andGod. 
in his juſtice and attribute of his rrurhs uno the- world in Chriſt 
the worlds treſpaſles are not impured to them, which hath cohereht- 
relation unto that unlimited ipce.h immediately going betore,. that 
Chrilt dyedtor all; and upon the ſame greund ir is affirmed, Godlaid.

1.10, And turcher to make it to appear, that this large affirmation 
1s ſpoken ofa reconciled gathering, not only of all men whoare Gods 
choice earthly things,as 1n reference tothe Creation, bur of all things 
rogerther, in one in him, oblerve that the Apolile afficmeth, thar ir 
pleaſed the Father, that iz him ſhould all fulnefſe dwell, and having

Here alto wefinde proved by Scripture, that this generallreconcile-

Bur note this,thar it was not for the ele, or beleevers, or Chri- 
ſtians only, bur for no fewer men than every man Heb. 2, 9, or all,

16, 6,11, 
Alſo note, thar the bodies of thoſe beaſts that were brought in by the 
High Prieſt, for fnne,were burnt without the Camp, Heb.13.10,11, 
therefore note here, that as allthe people were ſprinkled with the 
blood of thoſe beaſts, not one man excepted, Heb, 9. 19. that from 
this very ground, the Apollleto perfe&t this his diſcourſe, concerning

Thirdly, that by good works and words,menaredeclaratively juſii- 
fied inthe view of the world. 

In the firſt of theſe ſences,allmen are juſtified in Chriſt before God, 
by Gods non-impuration of the worlds fins unto them, 2 Cor 5. 15. 
compared with the 18 and 19 verſes following, and with Rom. 5, 
20, 21, 

In the ſecond,ſenſe abiding beleevers are nor only perſonally juſtifi- 
ed before God,by a non imputation of the worlds finnes,as before,bur

Andto makerthis more plain, I finde it in another refornied Bible, 
thus 3 Likewiſe then, as bythe ſin of one, condemnation came on alt men; 
even ſo by thejuitifying of one, commeth the righteonſneſſe that bringeth 
life upon all men. = 

Here you ſee fully proved that by Chrilt the free gitt, bis being given 
rothe world, Joh»: 3.16. ſuch a juftificationproceederh therefrom, as 
doth bringlife upon no fewer than all men, rhough ſome men aſter 
their infranchiledability reſtored, doe wiltully refuſe life and light, and 
do love and chooſe darknefle, which our Saviour ſaich, is the punctuall 
cauſe of condemnarion, Johz 3.19, 

And beloved, the litterall Text maketh this truth yer more plaine, 
even to open view: for from the ſameground in theſame Chapter,as it

Notwithſtanding the» ſiri&tnefſe of the Law of works, and mens 
apparant and abundant falling ſhort, inthe performances therero re- 
quired, and notwithſtanding their failings through frailty, againſt 
the Covenant of grace alſo; yer if they fixedly do conhde in this 
enly, that God 1s good and gracious unto finners, and ungodly 
ones, ſtrivivgly indeavonring to walk before God accordingly, 
they are accepted 3 of which goodnefle of God, the Holy Gholt 
doth by one means or other, diſcover to every man in due ſeaſon, 
1 Tim, 2, 4,6, Rom.1.19.

And whereas at the laſt great judgement, Rev, 20, 11312, there is 
mentionmade of books opened, inthe p;urall number : Thee mani= 
fold books may te fitly underſtood to be every particular man3 book 
of his own conſcience;and whereas it is ſaid,another book was opened 
(inthe ſingular number)which is the book of life;from hence ic appea- 
reth, that thoſe books of the ſecrets of every particular mans conſci- 
ence (their conſciences bearing witnefle, ard their thoughts accu- 
ſing or elſe excufing one another, according to Rom, 2.15,)ſhall be 
then and there opened together with that one book ot lite, in the 
daies of that great judgement aforeſaid, or inthe day when God ſhall 
judge the ſecrets of men, according to the Goſpell, ver. 16, whereby wiil 
manifeſtly appeares as it were by a true paire of callies, that there is 
no more mens names cut off from that rally.nor blotred our of Gods 
book of life, then that the book'or tally of their owne Conſciences, 
being comparedly pur together to that rally of Gods book of lite.ſhall 
þ ns. make maniteft, that God hath nor blotted our any one mans 
name our of his book of life, nor taken away any one mans part out 
of that book, bur only the names and parts of ſuch men, as have firſt 
on their parts perion 7 and actually givena juſt occation for God ro 
deale ſo with them; the books of every mans conſcience then and 
thereto clearly juſtifying God inall his proceedings, And from theſe 
Scripture-diſcoveriesafozelaid, being confeſs otcogerher.it app 5

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Plinly, rhar the Lambs book of lite, allo mentioned Rev, 23,8, 27,

by chat mean. proverh the book wherein Gods jewels are recorded,

But how far this. ripture-modell (ofthe dilcorery of the common 
ſalvation) in this trac {rt forth to 1view, doth vindicate the olorifica- 
tion of our gratious God, in all his holy attributes united, How it 
preſcnteth the amiable conſent and con:o1d of Scripturezagreeing and 
declaring it ſelfe by it ſelte, without humane gloſſing or interpretaticn, 
or ja:rinz with it ſelfe, as fome men wouldenforce it to doe, by inter- 
poling humane art, p BE 

And by pro-inz the extent of rhe common ſalvation, hoy excel- 
lent, faire, comfortable, and lure foundation is thereby rendered in 
Chrilt, for all diltrefled contciences to procure repentan-e, and to 
buid their faith and hope upon, as upona rock, or the ſure word of 
prophekie, untilltheday dawn,andrhe day-ſtar ariſe in their hearcs;in 
the mean time by their patient waiting tor their eſtabliſhing in the 
ſpeciall ſalvation, depending on the comfortable generall promiles, 
proceeding from God in a common ſalvation expreſfled in his written 
word; when as on the contrary all rotten {andie toundations of faith, 
builr vp upon mens alrered qualifications, or legall reformation:, doe 
either bens doubting with unſatisfied unbeleeving T h9mas concerning 
cheextent, and cratious efeRs of Chriſts actual death, and peri2nal, 
relurre&ion, eſpecially as in relation to their own erernall happineſle 
or elſe for want of their election, beingdiſcovered ro. them from Hea- 
ven ſupernatvrally confirming their accepratien with God ro eternal] 
life, they do either drown chemlelves in ſypetitition, or elſe they doe 
de'perately caltrhem\elves head:ong into a davgetous untimely death, 

How far this tra& by proving the infran-hyement, or ſerting free of 
a!llmens wils in the inward man, minde and will, in due ſeaton doth 

rake away ftrommen, the occaſion of theſe and uch like blaſphemoys 

ſpeeches, by their ſaying, or ar leaſt 1n cher ſecret thonghts, conclu- 

bing thus, or inthelikemanner; if God doe beſtow the ability ro 

repent and beleeve, but uponafew men, andharh decreed according- 
ly, who betholeperſons, as I am by ſome tearned mentanghr : 

Then why Chould I walt my ſelfe with melancholydiſpnce,abour.my

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acceptation with him; for ifI be elefted, then how Grelefſe ſoeverT _ 
be on my parr, yet I ſhall be faved; and if I be reprobated, then, 
how induſtrious foever Iam for tafery, yet I ſhall be damned, there- | 
fore why ſhould Ificive for my talvation, asitIcould and would alter 
or hinder God: de.ree ? 

To prevent which evils 3 how farre the beliefe of this S:ripture- 
modell, concernirg the infran: hitement of the wils of all menin due 
ſeaſon, will inab!e ailmen experimencally co contefle to the glory of 
God, and mens own ſhamezthat the fau.t is not in the ſuppoſed pre- 
terition of God, as ſome menimagine, bur in themſelves, 1n that they 
w1ulnot repert. and in that though they being by God inabledtherero, 
yet will not beleeve or be obedient whereas otherwiſe by their being 
ravghr,thart God decreedly withholdeth faving means from tome men, 
they are ready to make advantage ofthat deſperate doctrine, and to 
latisfie carnall affectionz,ro lay thefault on God and his parrialicy, at- 
firmivg that they cannor repent, andrhat by the operation ofhis de- 
cree, they carnot beleeve, and ſo become careleſly deſperate, 

And although indeed this tra&t doth by Scripture maintaine;that no 
one meer man,hath freedome of willſo much, as to think one good 
chovghrt, much lefſe ro a&t inthe leatt meaſure, as ſaving}y acceptable 
| to Godzno nor by impurationzas he is naturally deſcended trom pollu- 
ted 4d:ms loinz;Yer how firmely this tract proverh by Scripture,con- 
trary to the Proteflant renent(who do limit the ability given of God 
bur ro ſome men) that God doth by the grace of rhe generall propitt- 
ation, mentioned 1 Johs 2, 2, effecuallyſer free every man in the in- 
ward man, minde and will in due ſeaſon, fo that no one man ſhall pe- 
riſh eternally by Gods preterition, for tore-ſeen finnes, before a3 as 
ſome men have vainly imagined, that ſome men as meer Creatures,or 
for foreſeen fins, do by Gods erernall reprobarion or preterition, but 
only through his own perſonall default,aQtually commurred aſter his 1n- 
behtenment and infranchiſement, | : :

How faralſo (though not medling with the impertinent tradition
